Hon.  THOMAS  HUSE 

DELIVERED  JANUARY  i,  1900 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

To-day  the  care  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  our 
city,  for  the  year  1900,  have  been  placed  in  our  custody  b)^ 
the  people  who  hold  us  responsible  for  our  official  acts 
We  should  therefore  put  forth  our  best  efforts  to  transact 
the  city’s  business  in  a careful  and  business-like  manner. 

FINANCES 

I will  first  call  your  attention  to  the  city’s  financial  con- 
dition. 

A recent  examination  of  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer, 
shows  the  present  debt  of  the  city  is  $289,566.47,  which  is 
$88,720.01  less  than  the  debt  of  1898.  Also,  that  all  the 
city  notes  have  been  placed,  at  a very  low  rate  of  interest,

and  unless  something  unusual  occurs  an  excellent  showing 
will  he  made  at  the  end  of  the  current  year. 


SCHOOLS 

I have  heard  no  complaint  in  regard  to  the  management 
or  condition  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year,  and  I be- 
lieve they  are  maintaining  the  excellent  reputation  they 
have  always  sustained  in  the  past. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Our  fire  department,  which  has  always  been  a source  of 
pride  to  our  citizens,  has  again  demonstrated  that  it  is  one 
of  the  very  best. 

The  work  of  the  department  at  all  fires  during  the  past 
year  has  been  most  prompt  and  efficient  and  has  reflected 
great  credit  on  all  its  officers  and  members. 

The  running  expenses  of  the  department  have  been  kept 

I 

down  to  the  minimum;  but  additions,  improvements,  ne- 
cessary repairs  to  the  fire  alarm  system  and  an  increase  in 
the  pay  of  the  firemen,  have  made  a larger  annual  appro- 
priation necessary. 

A careful  examination  shows  that  in  order  to  keep  the 
department  up  to  a proper  standard,  and  that  it  may  be 
thoroughly  equipped  for  efficient  service  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  purchase  1500  feet  of  leading  hose. 

During  the  past  year  1000  feet  of  hose  burst  while  in  use 
at  fires,  and  at  a trial  test  500  feet  burst  at  a water  pressure 
of  less  than  65  pounds. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  in  good  condition  and  has  accom- 
plished a large  amount  of  work  at  a small  cost  to  the  city. 
For  the  details  of  the  work  during  the  past  year  I refer 
3^ou  to  the  report  of  the  city  marshal. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  was  nearly  $2000 
less  the  past  year  than  in  1898,  and  an  undrawn  balance  of 
$531.33  remained  in  the  city  treasury  at  the  end  of  1899. 

The  officers  are  as  a whole  efficient  and  have  performed 
their  duty  satisfactorily",  but  owing  to  the  large  increase  in 
population  at  the  extreme  ends  of  the  city  I have  decided 
to  nominate  two  additional  patrolmen. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT 

The  expenditures  in  this  department  during  the  past  year 
have  been  very  large  for  a city^  of  this  size. 

, Estimating  our  population  to  be  15,000,  the  expense  of 
maintaining  this  department  has  been  $1.26  1-2  per  capita  ; 
but  deducting  the  amount  paid  out  in  caring  for  insane 
persons  the  cost  would  be  72  1-2  cents  per  capita. 

Caring  for  the  insane  in  1899  cost  this  city^  $8,113, 
four  new  patients  were  taken  to  the  Asylum  last  month  the 
expense  will  probably^  be  increased  this  year. 

Although  the  expense  for  caring  for  the  insane  is  paid 
for  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  comes  out  of  the  city^’s 
treasury,  yet  it  is  a matter  entirely"  beyond  their  control 
from  the  fact  that  the  charges  are  fixed  by-  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth. 

I have  examined  the  accounts  of  this  department  and  am 
satisfied  that  its  officers  are  doing  all  they-  can  to  prevent 
improper  persons  from  drawing  aid  from  the  city  treasury-. 
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HIGHWAYS  AND  SIDEWALKS 

This  department  has  always  been  severely  criticised  and 
I expect  it  will  continue  to  be. 

vSonie  of  the  criticism  is  born  of  ignorance,  some  of  mal- 
ice and  some  because  the  superintendent  of  streets  has 
been  unable  to  carr}'  out  the  whims  of  some  persons  who 
have  become  possessed  of  the  idea  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  highways  was  intended  for  their  exclusive  benefit. 

But  when  we  see  work  laid  out  the  cost  of  which  would 
exceed  $60,000,  and  the  amount  appropriated  for  such 
work  is  only  $12,000,  any  intelligent  person  knows  that  it 
is  beyond  the  power  of  any  man  to  indulge  the  whims  of 
such  people. 

No  one  will  deny  that  good  streets  and  sidewalks  are 
very  desirable  and  add  materially  to  the  comfort  and  hap- 
piness of  our  citizens. 

Superintendent  Pritchard  and  those  working  under  him 
are  entitled  to  great  praise  for  the  large  amount  of  god*d 
work  done  by  them  on  the  streets  during  the  past  year  and 
under  the  most  trying  circumstances. 

The  work  of  building  good  road  beds,  and  sidewalks 
with  suitable  edgestones,  must  be  continued  each  year 
until  all  our  streets  are  in  a first  class  condition. 

CITY  ENGINEER 

Before  aii}^  steps  are  taken  towards  creating  an  official  to 
be  known  as  city  engineer  I hope  the  matter  will  be  thor- 
oughly investigated  and  the  duties  which  he  is  to  perform 
well  defined  ; also,  that  it  will  be  conclusively  shown  that 
such  action  will  result  in  a decided  improvement  over  the 
present  condition  of  affairs.

From  the  best  information  I can  get  regarding  the  em- 
ployment of  such  an  official,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  he 
is  an  expensive  luxury  which  a city  of  this  size  cannot 
maintain. 


PUBEIC  PROPERTY 

The  general  conditions  of  the  public  property  of  the 
city  has  not  materially  changed  since  last  year  ; but  need 
of  proper  accommodations  for  the  school  children  below 
State  street,  the  necessity  of  building  a new  house  for 
Hose  7,  improving  the  seating  and  lighting  arrangements 
and  general  improvements  and  repairs  in  the  auditorium 
at  City  Hall,  are  matters  upon  which  you  will  be  called 
upon  to  exercise  your  best  judgment.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  the  expediency  of  building  a new  police  station 
will  demand  your  attention. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I will  state  for  your  in- 
formation, that  with  alderman  Carens,  architect  Bailey 
and  city  marshal  Lattime,  I visited  the  police  stations  in 
several  cities,  and  as  a result  of  our  investigations,  we  de- 
cided, that  if  the  city  council  deemed  it  advisable  to  build 
a police  station  on  the  vacant  lot  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the 
City  Hall,  the  same  could  be  done  at  a cost  not  exceeding 
$10,000.  Plans  for  the  building,  including  a room  for 
holding  the  police  court,  were  furnished  by  Mr.  Bailey  and 
are  now  on  file. 

With  this  end  in  view  alderman  Carens  introduced  an 
order  transferring  to  the  sinking  fund  $3000  appropriated 
last  year  for  repairs  at  the  police  station,  and  the  same 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  both  branches  of  the  cit>’ 
council. 
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In  vicw]of  the  fact  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  chil- 
dren of  the  south  end  of  the  city  to  engage  in  outdoor 
sports  without  violating  state  laws,  city  ordinances,  or 
trespassing  on  the  rights  of  private  individuals,  I recom- 
mend that  a sufficient  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  a suitable  playground  for  them. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  public  library  has  continued  its  beneficent  work  in 
the  community  with  gratifying  results.  Many  new  vol- 
umes have  been  added,  and  our  city  can  well  pride  itself 
on  the  possession  of  one  of  the  finest  libraries  in  the  coun- 
try. 


WATER  QUESTION 

The  water  case  was  heard  in  the  United  States  circuit 
court  on  June  28,  29  and  30,  1899,  upon  the  merits  as  to 
the  constitutionality  of  the  act  under  which  the  purchase 
of  the  plant  by  the  city  was  made,  and  is  now  awaiting 
the  decision  of  the  judges. 

STREET  RAILROADS 

The  service  furnished  by  the  local  street-railway  com- 
panies has  been  greatly  improved  above  State  street,  but  I 
am  sorry  to  state  that  the  condition  of  affairs  at  the  south 
end  of  the  city  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

The  controversy  relating  to  the  replacing  of  the  curve 
at  the  corner  of  State  and  Middle  streets  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  a favorable  de- 
cision is  looked  for. 
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In  tlie  year  1898  the  legislature  passed  an  act  relative  to 
street  railwa3^s,  materially  modifying  and  changing  the 
relations  between  street  railways  and  municipal  authori- 
ties. 

This  statute  has  proved  in  several  respects  to  be  unsat- 
isfactory, and  the  cause  of  more  or  less  friction  between 
the  city  and  town  officers  and  the  managers  of  street  rail- 
wa^^s. 

There  has  been  particular!}^  a great  deal  of  trouble  aris- 
ing from  the  indefinite  provisions  of  that  act  as  to  whose 
dut}"  it  is  to  remove  ice  and  snow  from  streets  where  street 
railways  are  located. 

B}"  the  above  mentioned  act  the  powers  and  authorit}^  of 
cit}"  governments  and  other  authorities  over  street  rail- 
wa^^s  have  also  been  much  limited  and  restricted. 

The  board  of  public  works  of  the  city  of  Worcester  in 
August  last  issued  a circular  letter  to  which  a majorit}^  of 
the  cities  and  towns  answered  that  in  their  opinion  some 
of  the  crooked  places  in  the  law  should  at  least  be  made 
straight  and  other  salutar}"  amendments  made. 

According!}"  a meeting  of  the  representatives  of  cities 
and  towns  interested  in  changing  the  existing  law  has 
been  called  to  be  held  in  Worcester  on  January,  the  fourth 
inst.,  to  take  action  towards  amending  the  law  in  such 
particulars  as  may  be  deemed  wise  and  expedient. 

I intend  to  be  present  at  that  meeting,  and  if  it  is  the 
pleasure  of  the  city  council  that  the  city  should  be  further 
represented,  action  should  be  taken  accordingly. 

CONCLUSION 

I have  just  a few  words  more  to  say  in  conclusion. 
We  have  solemnly  promised  to  attend  to  the  city’s  inter- 
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ests  in  a fair  and  impartial  manner.  Let  us  do  our  best 
to  leave  behind  us  at  the  end  of  the  year  a record 
which  we  can  conscientiously  point  to  with  satisfaction 
and  pride.

Gentlemen  : — In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
the  city  ordinances,  I herewith  submit  the  fiftieth  annual 
report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city  of  New- 
buryport for  the  financial  year  ending  December  15,  1900, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  city  debt  and  debts  due 
the  city,  and  a schedule  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  city.  I have  audited  the  books  of  the 
city  treasurer  and  find  them  correct  and  properly  vouched. 
I examined  all  securities  belonging  to  the  city  in  posses- 
sion of  the  treasurer,  including  the  sinking  fund  invest- 
ments, and  found  the  same  properly  accounted  for.  They 
are  deposited  for  safe  keeping  in  the  vaults  of  the  Mer- 
chants National  Bank. 

I verified  the  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  in- 
cluding the  amount  committed  to  him  by  the  assessors,  the 
abatements  made  by  them  during  the  year,  and  the  amount 
collected. 
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I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  city  clerk,  of 
all  moneys  received  by  him  as  fees  or  otherwise  (except 
dog  licenses),  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  15,  1900,  and 
found  the  same  correct.  Of  the  total  amount,  $588.72  col- 
lected by  him,  the  sum  of  $487.52  has  been  paid  to  the  city 
treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  cit}’  messen- 
ger as  agent  for  rental  of  City  Hall,  of  all  mone^^s  received 
by  him  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  15,  1900,  and  found 
the  same  correct.  The  total  amount  collected  by  him  has 
been  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  books  of  the  clerk  of -the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  found  that  the  bills  as  approved  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  correspond  with  the  payments  made  by 
the  cit}^  treasurer. 

I examined  all  bills  passed  by  the  committee  on  ac- 
counts as  presented  weekly  and  monthl}",  and  found  the 
same  correctl}"  cast,  properly  approved,  and  actualh’  placed 
upon  the  books. 

The  books  of  the  cit}^  treasurer  show  a decrease  of  the 
cit}"  debt  during  the  3"ear  ending  Dec.  15,  1900,  of’S2689.88. 

The  overdraft  for  the  ^^ear  is  $5,483.50.

and  produce  being  destroyed,  necessitated  purchasing 
what  in  former  years,  we  have  had  to  sell. 
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AIvMSHOUSK 

The  almshouse  during  the  past  year  has  continued  un- 
der the  care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Nelson,  one  or 
more  of  the  overseers  visiting  the  farm  every  week. 

An  average  of  40  persons  have  resided  in  the  alms- 
house during  the  year  at  an  average  cost  of  $2.29  each  per 
we  ek. 

January  i,  1901,  inmates  at  the  almshouse  20  males, 
whose  average  age  is  66  years  ; 16  of  American  birth,  4 of 
foreign  birth  ; 15  females  whose  average  age  is  58  years^ 
II  American  born,  4 foreign  born. 

A new,  large  and  commodious  barn  has  been  erected 
during  the  past  year  at  a cost  of  $5,431.34,  vhich  is 
$431.34  in  excess  of  the  amount  received  from  the  insur- 
ance company  upon  the  loss  by  fire. 

INSANE 

The  cost  to  the  city  during  the  past  year  has  increased 
$1,022.90  and  will  probably  increase  to  a large  amount 
during  the  coming  year  and  no  relief  from  this  great  bur- 
den can  be  realized  until  January  i,  1904,  when  the  state 
will  assume  the  expense  of  all  the  insane. 

There  are  now  at  Danvers  asylum  37  persons,  Medfield 
10,  Westborough  2,  Taunton  i,  Northampton  i,  Foxboro  i, 
Worcester  3,  feeble-minded  school  2,  private  family  i, 
making  58  insane  in  the  asylums  on  January  i,  1901,  who 
are  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  city. 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF 

Outside  relief  which  last  year  was  granted  to  393  persons 
this  year  has  been  granted  to  336  persons  and  are  classed 
as  follows  : 236  having  a settlement  in  Newburyport,  66 
having  a settlement  in  other  places  and  34  having  no  set- 
tlement in  the  state,  making  a total  of  336  persons  who 
have  been  assisted  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen  : — I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  city  physician  for  the  year  December  31st,  1900. 

During  the  last  year  I have  made  at  the  home  of  the  pa- 
tients 1476  visits,  at  the  almshouse  26  visits  and  at  the 
police  station  25  visits.  I have  also  received  at'  my  office 
352  patients,  making  a total  of  1879  patients  seen.  Have 
been  present  at  14  births,  5 males  and  nine  females.

REPORT  OF  ATWOOD  AND  DEXTER 

FUNDS 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 

Newburyport  ; 

Gentlemen  : The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  to 
whom  is  entrusted  the  income  accruing  from  these  funds, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter 
fund  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1900  amounting  to 
$9000,  has  been  divided  among  the  three  overseers,  $3000 
each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  fund  $307.50,  has  been 
divided  in  a similar  manner,  giving  $102.50  to  each  over- 
seer, and  has  been  distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the 
donors  in  the  following  manner  : 

DEXTER  FUND 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  ,fund, 
nothing  remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distrib- 
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uted  among  19  persons  in  sums  from  $i  to  $3,  leaving  noth- 
ing on  hand  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund, 
nothing  remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distribu- 
ted among  ii  persons  in  sums  from  $i  to $3  each,  leaving 
nothing  on  hand  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund  has 
been  distributed  among  17  persons  in  sums  from  $i  to  $2 
each,  leaving  nothing  on  hand  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

ATWOOD  FUND 

In  wards  one  and  two  the' income  from  the  Atwood  fund 
$100.89  with  $89.71  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last 
year,  $190.60  has  been  distributed  anion  51  persons  in  sums 
from  $i  to  $5  each,  leaving  $75.21  on  hand  of  this  fund  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Atwood 
fund  $100.89  with  $53.62  remaining  on  hand  from  last  year, 
Si 54.5 1 has  been  distributed  among  51  persons  in  sums 
from  $i  to  $5  each,  leaving  $33.54  on  hand  of  this  fund  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  income  frcm  the  Atwood 
fund  $100.89  with  $82.37  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year 
$183.26  has  been  distributed  among  30  persons  in  sums 
from  $i  to  $5  each,  leaving  $80.68  on  hand  of  this  fund  at 
the  close  of  the  year.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  city  ordi- 
nance governing  the  fire  department  of  the  city,  I herewith 
submit  to  you  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  condition  and 
the  work  performed  by  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1900,  together  with  a list  of  the  members 
with  their  rank,  age,  residence  and  occupation,  location  of 
fire  alarm  boxes,  a statement  of  receipts  and  expenses, 
fires  and  alarms,  losses  and  insurance  as  near  as  could  be 
ascertained,  with  such  suggestions  as  I think  will  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  good  of  the  department. 

The  department  is  in  good  condition  and  the  members 
are  ready  and  willing  to  perform  the  duties  assigned  them. 

FORCE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

The  force  of  the  department  consists  of  one  chief,  three 
assistants,  one  permanent  man  and  eighty  call  men. 
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APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  consists  of  three  second  class  Amos- 
keag  steam  fire  engines  fully  equipped,  five  hose  wagons, 
two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  three  pungs,  one  supply 
wagon  and  one  four  wheeled  hose  reel,  all  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

HOUSES 

The  houses  of  the  department  are  all  in  good  condi- 
tion with  the  exception  of  hose  y’s. 

HORSES 

We  have  one  pair  of  horses  hired,  which  I believe  has 
been  a great  benefit  to  the  department  and  I would  recom- 
mend to  still  continue  with  them. 

HARNESSES 

There  are  five  sets  of  double  and  six  single  harnesses. 

HOSE 

There  are  10,300  feet  of  2'/^  inch  rubber  lined  hose  in 
the  department  most  of  which  is  good  for  regular  service.

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  is  decided  improvement  in  the  hydrant  pressure 
since  the  addition  of  the  new  standpipe  to  the  water  sys- 
tem. 

HYDRANTS 

We  have  one  hundred  and  eighty  hydrants  and  I 
would  recommend  the  placing  of  more  as  hydrants  are 
cheaper  than  hose. 

RESERVOIRS 

There  are  seventeen  reservoirs  fed  from  Frog  pond 
which  are  always  reliable.

FIRE  ALARM 

The  fire  alarm  telegraph  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  the  department  has  been  under  my  charge  the 
past  five  years,  during  that  time  105  boxes  have  been 
pulled,  four  having  failed  to  respond  correctly  in  both  cir- 
cuits which  was  evidence  of  trouble  in  the  repeater.  The 
city  council  appointed  a committee  to  employ  the  services 
of  an  expert  and  upon  his  investigation  it  was  shown  that 
the  repeater  was  the  prime  cause  of  the  trouble.  In  his  re- 
port he  recommended  a new  repeater  with  increased  num- 
ber of  circuits  new  wfiring  and  a number  of  other  improve- 
ments which  the  committee  felt  were  more  expensive  than 
valuable.  But  after  careful  thought  and  consideration  the 
committee  voted  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  a five-cir- 
cuit repeater  from  the  city  of  Boston  at  a cost  of  $500.  A 
contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Wheeler  of  the  Gamewell  Fire 
Alarm  Co.,  to  make  some  alterations  and  install  it  at  the

battery  room  for  the  sum  of  $100.  The  committee  also 
voted  to  put  a goiig  in  the  Central  station  at  a cost  of  $50 
and  to  rewire  where  it  was  found  necessary  which  was 
done  including  the  two  extra  circuits  at  a cost  of  $75,  mak- 
ing an  expenditure  of  $725. 

The  City  Council  voted  an  appropriation  of  $500  for 
this  purpose  which  3’ou  will  observe  caused  an  overdraft 
of  $225,  as  this  was  charged  to  the  fire  department  you  will 
plainly  see  the  cause  of  this  overdraft  in  the  department. 

The  S3’’stem  the  past  year  or  since  the  installation  of 
the  new  repeater  has  been  remodeled,  not  an  old  connec- 
tion remaining  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  we  have  as  good  a 
system  of  fire  alarm  comparatively  speaking  as  any  city  in 
the  commonwealth.  As  some  criticism  has  been  made  in 
regard  to  the  improvements  of  this  system  I feel  that  it 
would  be  just  and  right  that  I make  a few  explanations. 
First  the  bell  in  the  tower  at  the  south  end.  This  bell  was 
formerly  used  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  fire  alarm  purposes. 
As  that  city  did  away  with  all  outside  alarms  they  had  no 
further  use  for  it  and  it  was  purchased  by  the  committee 
for  I2C  per  pound,  the  price  for  a new  bell  at  that  time  was 
31C  ; the  weight  of  this  bell  is  4160  pounds  at  12c  per 
pound,  $499.20.  If  the  city  had  purchased  a new  bell  at 
that  time  of  the  same  weight  4160  pounds  at  31c  per  pound 
it  would  have  cost  $1289.60  or  $790.40  more.  The  striking 
machine  was  remodeled  by  the  Gamewell  company  and 
made  new  for  just  one  half  what  a new  machine  of  this 
size  cost. 

The  new  repeater  consisting  of  five  circuits  to  replace 
the  old  two  circuit  one  I feel  commands  more  than  passing 
notice.  This  was  built  expressly  for: the  city  of  Boston  at 
a cost  of  $2000,  other  changes  having  been  made  before  its 
completion.  It  was  never  connected  in  the  system  so  that 
it  was  never  used  until  it  was  connected  in  this  system, 
box  12  being  the  first  alarm  ever. sent  through  it.  I have 
been  informed  by  a maker  of  these  machines  that  a dupli- 
cate machine  of  this  kind  would  cost  $3000.  Since  the  im- 
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provements  and  alterations  the  system  as  I have  said  be- 
fore is  as  perfect  as  any  system  in  the  state. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  alarm  has  been  greatly 
reduced  by  the  adoption  of  the  storage  system.  Five  years 
ago  it  cost  $ 58  a year  beside  the  salary.  Since  that  time 
the  system  has  been  increased  more  than  one  third  and  the 
cost  of  maintenance  practically  nothing  outside  the  repairs, 
as  the  current  is  furnished  by  the  Citizens  Electric  road 
free  of  cost. 

For  fear  that  my  explanations  have  not  been  perfectly 
satisfactory  I invite  all  to  visit  the  battery  room  that  you 
may  be  more  fully  convinced  of  the  full  benefits  derived  by 
these  changes.

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Annual  Report  of  City  Solicitor 


To  the  City  Council : 

I submit  my  annual  report  as  follows  : 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report  there  were  pending  the 
following  cases  in  which  the  city  was  a party  ; 

The  water  case.  In  this  case  a hearing  was  had  upon 
the  merits  of  the  bill  in  June,  1899,  and  the  matter  was 
held  under  consideration  by  the  justices  until  August  of 
this  year,  when  the  court  rendered  its  decision  upon  the 
single  question  which  was  before  it,  whether  the  plaintiff 
had  been  deprived  of  its  property  without  due  process  of 
law  in  violation  of  the  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.  Upon  which  question  the 
decision  was  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  been  so  deprived 
and  a decree  ordered  accordingly.  Since  that  time  the 
counsel  for  the  water  company  have  given  notice  that  the}" 
intend  to  raise  a question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  act,  un- 
der which  the  sale  to  the  city  was  made,  is  unconstitutional 
in  that  it  impaired  the  obligation  of  the  contract  between 
the  city  and  the  water  company  in  regard  to  water  for  fire 
purposes.  The  city  is  about  to  ask  the  court  to  enter  a de- 
cree dismissing  the  company’s  bill,  and  the  question  men- 
tioned, it  is  underetood,  will  be  then  raised,  if  at  all. 

Robert  E.  Burke  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is 
the  action  in  which  Mr.  Burke  seeks  to  recover  $2866  and 
interest  thereon  from  February  18,  1899,  for  services  ren- 
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clered  in  the  water  case.  This  case  it  is  expected  will  be 
tried  at  the  May  sitting  of  the  Superior  court  in  this  city. 

Kdnuind  S.  Spalding  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  In 
this  case  the  plaintiff  seeks  to  recover  for  services  claimed 
to  have  been  rendered  the  license  commissioners  as  counsel 
for  them  in  the  case  of  Decie  vs. 'Moses  Brown  and  other 
commissioners  in  1896.  At  the  time  of  my  last  report  the 
case  had  been  tried  but  not  decided.  The  court  has  since 
decided  for  the  defendant,  ruling  that  the  city  is  not  liable. 
From  this  decision  Mr.  Spalding  has  taken  exceptions  and 
and  is  now  pressing  them  for  the  Supreme  court. 

A petition  in  the  case  of  Mechanic  Savings  Bank  vs. 
Newburyport  & Amesbury  Horse  Railroad  Co.  in  the 
United  States  Circuit  court,  to  recover  expenses  incurred 
in  the  removal  of  snow  and  other  expenses.  This  matter 
was  settled  in  April  by  the  payment  of  $194.47  to  the  city. 

Mary  Fenton  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  'This  case  has 
been  pending  since  1894.  It  has  been  practically  abandoned 
by  the  plaintiff  and  doubtless  will  be  dismissed  when  the 
court  shall  appoint  a calling  of  the  docket  for  the  purpose 
of  clearing  up  old  cases. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report  there  were  pending  two 
petitions  to  the  railroad  commissioners.  One  for  a five 
cent  fare  from  Marlboro  street  to  Amesbury,  which  was 
dismissed.  One  for  through  cars  from  Amesbury  to  Marl- 
boro street  which  was  postponed,  pending  action  by  the 
company,  which  has  since  put  on  the  through  cars. 

Since  my  last  report  the  following  cases  have  been  be- 
gun : 

Newburyport  Herald  Co.  vs.  Daniel  G.  Tenney  and 
the  water  commissioners,  trustees.  This  was  settled  be- 
tween plaintiff  and  defendant  before  coming  to  trial. 

Schuyler  C.  Ball  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  was 
an  action  for  damages  received  through  the  alleged  defect- 
ive condition  of  Chain  bridge  in  January,  1900,  and  having 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor  and  myself,  was  set- 
tled in  October  by  the  payment  of  $150. 
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Charles  E.  Hudson  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This 
was  an  appeal  to  the  tax  commissioner  from  the  assessors’ 
valuation  of  the  property,  31  Market  square,  and  was  dis- 
missed, the  petitioner  not  having  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  law  requisite  to  giving  the  right  to  appeal. 

Cornelius  H.  Kelleher  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  in 
Newburyport  Police  court.  This  is  an  action  for  payment 
for  horses  furnished  the  fire  department.  The  amount 
claimed  is  $94.  The  amount  is  disputed.  There  have 
been  several  conferences  between  the  plaintiff,  mayor  and 
chief  engineer  in  regard  to  settlement,  but  none  has  been 
reached. 

Mary  T.  Akerman  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is 
an  action  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received 
by  the  overturning  of  a carriage  at  Howard  and  Butler 
streets.  It  comes  into  court  in  January,  1900. 

Hannah  W.  C.  Newcomb.  This  is  an  action  for  per- 
sonal injuries  alleged  to,  have  been  received  from  colliding 
with  the  platform  in  front  of  the  store  of  Mr.  Weare,  just 
above  the  railroad  bridge,  on  Merrimac  street.  This  also 
comes  into  court  in  January.  The  last  two  cases  were 
brought  by  R.  E.  Burke,  esq.  as  counsel. 

I have  appeared  before  the  legislature  on  the  bills  to 
regulate  the  powers  of  the  water  commissioners  and  to 
make  the  alderman-at-large  chairman  of  the  board  of  aider- 
men.  I have  appeared  in  the  police  court  in  several  crimi- 
nal matters,  drawn  contracts,  orders  and  many  other  docu- 
ments, and  advised  the  various  boards  and  ofiicers  of  the 
city  in  many  ways  as  usual. 

My  disbursements  to  date  have  been  $71.54  and  my 
receipts  from  the  city  $64.64.

To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

GentlKmen: — I respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  department  of  watering  streets  for  the  year 
1900. 

In  March  the  board  asked  for  bids  on  the  work  for  the 
season,  and  also  voted  to  place  the  whole  matter  in  charge 
of  a sub-committee  of  the  board  for  the  season,  and  aider- 
men  Beckford,  Casey  and  Knight  were  appointed. 

April  2,  Cashman  Brothers  were  awarded  the  contract 
for  7K  cents  per  lineal  foot. 

The  committee  obtained  a reduction  in  the  price  of 
water,  the  commissioners  making  the  price  $50  per  mile 
instead  of  $100. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  with  the  contractors 
and  Sunday  watering  was  inaugurated,  which  has  proven 
to  be  a great  addition  to  the  system. 

The  past  season,  perhaps,  has  not  been  as  satisfactory 
to  the  abuttors  as  previous  ones  on  account  of  scarcity  of 
water,  the  contractor  could  only  obtain  one-half  the  regu- 
lar supply  consequently  the  streets  were  unavoidably  dry, 
at  the  time  when  the  water  was  needed  the  most. 
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There  were  loH  miles  of  streets  watered  last  season.

Annual  Sewer  Report 


To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Sewerage  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  sewer  system  was  regularly 
opened  for  use  July  i,  1890,  and  the  writer  took  charge  as 
superintendent  July  16  ; and  now  the  system  has  been  in 
use  ten  years  and  a half,  and  has  been  more  than  doubled, 
easily  winning  favor  and  confidence  from  all,  to  the  credit 
of  designer,  adopting  council  and  commissions  or  commit- 
tees in  charge. 

A change  locating  the  street  railway  on  the  lower  side 
of  Merrimac  street,  placing  it  between  hydrants  and  sewer, 
has  vetoed  use  of  hose  there  for  flushing. 

Four  manholes  in  that  section  have  been  equipped 
with  faucets  and  small  jets  from  the  city  water  mains  and 
so  far  as  appears  the  substitute  is  satisfactory ; less  water 
and  less  labor  seems  to  suffice. 

Elm  roots  caused  a stoppage  in  Strong  street  sewer  in 
October.  On  notice  the  section  poles  and  cutters  were 
brought  and  cut  out  heavy  solid  sods  for  4 feet  at  about 
180  feet  distance.  Such  places  when  known  are  recut 
every  two  years  and  none  have  recurred  in  iess  time  to  do 
harm.  In  the  same  month  regular  inspection  disclosed 
trouble  in  Vernon  street  removed  by  232  feet  of  poles  ; the 
accumulation  apparently  backed  up  from  the  jail  which 
carries  two  rather  troublesome  drains. 

Parsons  street,  Bromfield  street,  Green  street  have 
shown  some  penetrating  roots  and  been  cleared. 
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A stopped  drain  in  Pleasant  street,  once  freed,  had  to 
he  dug  up  a second  time,  under  strong  claims  by  both  user 
and  plumber  that  the  city  must  have  broken  the  connec- 
tion or  sewer  was  obstructed.  Your  superintendent  knew 
tl'.e  sewer  was  active  and  free  ; a day’s  attendance  proved 
the  obstruction  of  the  drain  ; a lot  of  ice  cream  spoons 
thrown  into  a water  closet  with  the  wash  slops,  had  caught 
crosswise  in  a joint  and  held  up  all  other  matter  in  a solid 
mass.  A great  many  spoons  had  been  missed  by  the 
owner  for  want  of  a slop-hopper  with  its  strainer  ; many 
spoons  probably  went  into  the  15  inch  sewer  but  have 
made  no  trouble  yet. 

I'he  sewer  south  side  of  Market  square  has  made  a 
good  deal  of  trouble  and  is  nearly  filled  up  with  hard 
grease  from  Foote’s  lunch  room,  where  a small  grease  trap 
has  been  shown  ; but  we  lately  learned  the  large  kitchen 
sink  did  not  connect  with  the  trap.  A vigorous  protest  to 
the  owner  has  resulted  in  arranging  to  have  a proper  re- 
ceptacle put  in  which  will  end  the  trouble. 

In  the  annual  flushing  (in  November  and  December) 
some  accumulations  always  appear,  only  one.  failed  to 
yield  to  the  flush,  upper  end  of  Inn  street.  It  was  poled 
out  easily. 

A drain  in  Bromfield  street  had  to  be  dug  out  Thanks- 
giving day;  was  badly  obstructed  and  not  well  connected. 
Your  superintendent  claimed  the  right  to  witness  opera- 
tions. It  was  a bad  job  and  the  sewer  had  been  injured  in 
some  way  which  I saw  repaired  as  well  as  practicable. 
This  case  may  raise  some  question  hereafter.

full  diagrams  to  scale  in  the  Drain  Sketch  Books  of  the 
drains  and  buildings  connected,  also  one  lately  discovered 
never  before  recorded,  and  owned  b}'  no  plumber,  at  146 
State  street. 

New  drains  go  to  sewer  as  follows  : Olive  street  8, 
Lime  and  Middle  streets,  6 each  ; Merrimac  and  Bromfield 
streets,  5 each  ; Chestnut  and  Kent  streets,  4 each  : War- 
ren, Washington,  Market,  State,  Prospect,  Allen  streets,  3 
each;  Dove,  Summer,  Carter,  Congress,  Boardman,  High, 
Libert}'.  Federal,  Madison,  Marlboro  streets,  2 each  ; 28 
other  streets,  i each. 

The  sewer  has  added  this  year  7 stores,  152  tenements 
and  13  offices,  factories  and  work  shops.

The  average  age  of  groom  28.4  and  of  the  brides  24.9 
— the  oldest  couple  married  the  groom  was  62,  third  mar- 
riage, the  bride  49,  second  marriage.  The  youngest 
couple  were  19  years  for  the  groom  and  16  years  for  the 
bride.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Committee  on  Highways ; 

Gentlemen  : — In  closing  this  year’s  work  upon  the 
city  highways  it  is  fitting  that  I should  as  your  representa- 
tive inform  you  in  regard  to  the  labor  performed  and  the 
money  that  has  been  expended. 

You  are  well  aware  of  the  large  amount  of  work  that 
has  been  done  and  of  the  large  outlay  in  its  accomplish- 
ment. Two  of  the  longest  and  widest  streets  in  the  city, 
Bromfield, Federal  together  with  Lime  have  been  macada- 
mized and  no  one  can  with  any  degree  of  reason  say  the}^ 
ought  not  to  have  been  done. 

In  connection  with  the  putting  of  the  loop  by  Citi- 
zens road  in  Market  square  quite  an  expense  in  conjunc- 
tion to  what  the  road  did  as  its  part,  coupled  with  a layer 
of  crushed  stone  upon  Merrimac  street  from  Boardman  to 
Ashland  streets.  Also  upon  Buck  street  a covering  of 
crushed  stone  preparatory  to  a finish  at  another  year. 

Quite  a long  piece  of  road  near  the  Curzon’s  Mill 
bridge  was  built  and  has  proved  a success  in  that  locality 
and  a continuance  the  coming  year  will  be  a lasting  bene- 
fit. More  crushed  stone  was  used  this  year  than  any  other 
administration  since  the  commencement  of  its  use. 

As  I had  concluded  in  my  mind  to  retire  from  the  po- 
sition of  surveyor  it  become  my  duty  to  strive  and  leave  for 
my  successor  all  pertaining  to  the  place  in  fair  order  and 
in  looking  back  to  Jan.  8,  1887,  I do  not  have  any  com-

punctions  of  conscience  upon  the  outlay  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

When  in  1890  during  Mayor  Dodge’s  term  of  office 
State  street  from  Market  square  to  upper  side  of  Charter 
was  paved,  was  made  the  commencement.  The  next  step 
was  his  sending  of  a committee  to  Bridgeport,  Conn,  to 
look  over  the  macadam  roads  they  were  building  as  he 
was  contemplating  of  doing  the  same.  They  reported  fa- 
vorably and  a steam  roller  was  bought  and  the  23rd  of 
September  1890,  it  was  put  at  work  upon  High  street 
and  the  work  was  carried  to  Market  street  and  then  State 
street  from  junction  of  Janvrin  towards  the  terminus  of 
State  street  upon  High  closing  the  first  work  with  roller 
and  crushed  stone,  Harris  street  to  railroad  station  also 
Birch,  part  of  Market  and  Pleasant  together  with  High 
from  State  to  Federal  was  done,  and  all  administrations 
since  have  continued  to  do  annually  what  was  considered 
for  the  city’s  interest  and  the  result  High  street  is  finished 
its  entire  length  and  Water  street  from  Railroad  crossing 
upon  its  entire  length  to  Chain  bridge  has  been  treated  to 
crushed  stone. 

The  improvement  upon  Merrimac  street  towards 
Chain  bridge  from  Ashland  is  as  marked  as  any  within  the 
precincts  of  the  city  by  the  construction  of  stone  embank- 
ments when  the  road  was  needed  to  be  widened,  and  the 
large  number  of  streets  which  have  been  laid  out  and  ac- 
cepted, none  of  which  but  what  have  required  an  outlay 
from  the  highway  fund  and  as  a fact  are  more  in  number 
than  for  the  30  preceding  years  as  the  general  public  are 
benefited  by  their  expenditure.  It  seems  to  the  average 
mind  that  the  outlay  for  this  branch  of  work  ought  to  come 
on  a basis  of  average  expense  rather  than  taken  from  each 
year’s  highway  appropriation.  In  the  course  of  a year  the 
care  of  75  miles  of  streets  and  outlaying  roads  require  a 
watchfulness  in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  they  must 
be  kept  to  avoid  accidents  that  in  the  course  of  events  are 
likely  to  occur  and  the  general  tendency  of  times  in  which 
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we  have  to  leave  a great  deal  more  for  the  supervision  of 
those  who  have  charge  of  the  highways. 

In  regard  to  the  various  expenses  as  the  treasurer’s  ac- 
count in  the  general  report. is  itemized,  I will  give  the  fig- 
ures in  their  totals.  In  the  amount  of  labor  bills,  there  is 
the  labor  in  connection  with  the  building  of  15,000  yards 
of  macadamized  roads,  of  4000  yards  of  paved  gutters,  of 
labor  teaming  for  use  in  connection  with  crushed  stone, 
of  2500  tons  refuse  rock,  of  cleaning  of  gutters  through 
the  city  three  times,  and  in  the  case  of  heavy  showers  some 
have  to  be  looked  after  at  all  such  times  to  prevent  the 
overflow  of  culverts,  all  of  which  I respectfully  submit  to 
you  for  approval. 

And  in  thus  closing  my  connection  with  you  all  as  a 
body,  and  to  all  others  who  I have  been  brought  in  con- 
tact with  in  my  ofiicial  duties  for  whatever  help  and  a feel- 
ing of  consideration  in  their  performance  my  sincere  wishes 
for  their  continued  prosperity.

In  the  agreement  with  the  committee  of  fire  depart- 
ment and  committee  upon  highways  No.  i single  team  and 
driver  attached  are  allowed  to  stop  at  all  times  in  No.  i 
station  subject  to  calls  at  day  or  night  for  use.

Harris  street  and  confine  himself  to  Harris  to  railroad  sta 
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tion,  thereb}"  saving  much  time  and  without  doubt  the  most 
economical  way  this  part  of  the  city  could  be  reasonably 
kept  clean.

The  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $1000  but  with  the 
large  amount  of  labor  in  conjunction  with  the  material 
used  the  expenditure  amounted  in  the  total  of  $6082.24  al- 
though much  comment  is  used  and  in  reference  to  the 
overdraft  yet  to  the  fair-minded  person  who  has  seen  the 
great  improvement  in  this  particular  branch  of  the  high- 
way from  1890,  when  the  Hon.  E.  P.  Dodge  in  his  remarks 
about  making  a commencement  used  the  following  lan- 
guage : “We  will  make  it  possible  to  get  to  the  railroad 
station  without  going  over  your  boots,”  and  the  ball  was 
started  and  from  that  time  until  the  present  date  each  suc- 
cessive mayor  has  wisely  done  what  he  thought  was  for  the 
city’s  interest. 

This  present  year  most  of  the  work  has  been  done  in 
wards  one,  five  and  six  where  the  improvement  has  added 
materially  to  the  general  appearance  and  to  the  abuttor. 
His  property  has  increased  in  valuation  all  that  it  has  cost 
him.

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CULVERTS  AND  BRIDGES 


The  care  of  all  the  culverts,  basins  and  bridges  in  con- 
nection with  the  above  are  under  the  care  of  surveyor  of 
highways. 

Every  bridge  and  culvert  is  in  order  and  have  been 
repaired  and  rebuilt  this  year. 

The  culvert  at  foot  of  Woodland  street  was  extended 
with  drain  pipe  24-inch  50  feet, 

The  culvert  in  the  rear  of  Silver  factory  was  also  ex- 
tended with  drain  pipe  24-inch  50  feet. 

The  culvert  at  foot  of  Ship  street  was  connected  with 
the  outlet  under  city  railroad  necessitating  the  use  of  drain 
pipe  20-inch  225  feet. 

The  culvert  at  foot  of  Lime  street  was  carried  to  the 
outside  of  wall  at  the  tracks  of  city  railroad  24-inch  340 
feet. 

It  was  in  consequence  of  the  order  from  Boston  & 
Maine  railroad  to  put  iron  pipe  through  the  property  of 
said  railroad  that  the  Victoria  mill  put  their  pipe  at  some 
place  and  in  conjunction  with  the  city  bore  the  expense  of 
excavating  and  filling  of  the  trenches.  The  remainder  of 
culverts  require  cleaning  after  the  extremely  high  tides 
from  Gas  house  to  foot  of  Woodland  street,  as  much  debris 
and  thatch  accumulates  and  is  forced  quite  hard,  requiring 
constant  care  from  filling  up  outside  at  the  mouths. 

They  were  all  cleaned  and  in  good  order  up  to  the  first 
of  January  and  necessarily  will  require  little  outlay  this 
coming  year  except  from  above  causes.

Gentlemen  ; — I herewith  submit  the  report  of  the 
superintendent  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1900. 

Beginning  at  the  pumping  station,  would  report  every- 
thing in  good  condition.  The  pumps  are  in  perfect  order 
and  giving  very  satisfactory  results.  The  boilers  have 
been  inspected  and  insured  by  the  Hartford  company  and 
are  all  right  for  some  years  to  come,  bearing  unforseen  ac- 
cidents. Considerable  work  has  been  done  around  the 
station  since  the  last  report  in  the  way  of  improving  the 
surroundings  of  the  basin. 

The  coal  shed  contracted  for  last  year  has  been  com- 
pleted and  filled  with  coal,  250  tons  having  been  put  in 
during  the  past  month,  this  building  has  already  proved  to 
be  a valuable  addition. 

The  new  house  for  the  engineer  was  completed  and  oc 
cupied  by  him  early  in  the  season,  allowing  the  removal  of 
the  old  house  that  has  so  long  been  an  eyesore  to  the  place. 
The  unsightly  gravel  bank  at  the  foot  of  Spring  lane  has 
been  terraced,  a road  built  to  the  new  house  and  the 
surroundings  graded  and  sown  down  to  grass.  The  ap- 
proache  to  the  coal  shed  has  been  paved  with  block  paves 
making  access  easy  as  well  as  improving  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  place.  A small  barn  or  storehouse  was 
built  in  the  Jackman  woods. 

Two  of  the  wells  in  the  rear  of  the  station  were  raised 
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feet  bringing  them  up  to  grade  and  all  four  were  re- 
shingled. 

Considerable  more  work  in  the  way  of  gutters  and 
grading,  needs  doing  this  summer,  in  order  to  finish  and 
carry  out  the  original  design. 

At  the  Jackman  Ravine  a dam  6o  feet  long  by  7 feet 
high  was  built  to  impound  the  Jackman  Springs,  the 
water  thus  collected  run  by  gravity  through  the  pipe  put 
down  two  years  ago  to  our  main  basin.  This  source  of 
supply  yielded  an  average  of  about  200,000  gallons  daily 
and  was  all  that  saved  a shortage  during  last  July,  as  it 
was  during  that  month  it  was  only  by  the  most  careful 
pumping  of  the  wells  on  the  part  of  our  engineer  that  car- 
ried us  through. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  caused  by  leaky  suction 
pipes  when  the  wells  were  pumped  down,  a number  of 
these  leaks  were  found  and  repaired  and  the  trouble  reme- 
died to  a great  extent. 

The  experience  of  the  last  two  years  shows  that  im- 
mediate steps  must  be  taken  to  enlarge  our  storage,  which 
now  amounts  to  but  5,000,000  gallons.  The  Jackman  Ra- 
vine offers  an  opportunity  to  construct  a basin  of  from  30 
to  40  millions  capacity  which  can  easily  be  filled  during 
the  fall  and  spring  thus  making  any  shortage  in  the  sum- 
mer impossible. 

I should  recommend  immediate  action  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

Considerable  new  territory  was  covered  by  new  mains 
this  season,  over  5,000  feet  of  6-inch  main  was  run  on 
Storey  avenue  and  2,000  feet  on  Moseley  avenue,  which  in 
turn  was  connected  through  Moulton  street  with  Merrimac 
street  by  a 2-inch  pipe  some  1500  feet  long.  These  mains 
were  run  to  accommodate  a number  of  houses  and  the  fair 
grounds  and  though  in  a sparsely  settled  section,  we  find 
already  a good  return  on  the  investment. 

The  old  cement  lined  pipe  in  the  lower  section  of  the 
city  has  given  considerable  trouble,  showing  that  it  is 
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only  a matter  of  a short  time  when  it  will  have  to  be  re- 
placed, when  this  is  done  I wouid  recommend  larger  pipes, 
as  the  amount  and  character  of  the  property  in  this  section 
calls  for  an  increased  fire  supply.  In  this  connection  I 
would  also  urge  the  necessity  of  another  12-inch  main  run- 
ning direct  from  the  pumping  station  down  Merrimac  street 
to  Market  square.  Our  only  dependence  is  nowon  the  one 
12-inch  main  by  way  of  High  street,  any  accident  on  this 
two  miles  of  pipe  would  leave  us  entirely  out  of  water.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 


GENTI.EMEN  : — The  45th  annual  report  of  the  public 
librarian  is  as  follows  : At  the  close  of  the  library  year 
Nov.  30,  1899  the  number  of  books  in  the  library  was 
34,039.  During  the  past  year  979  new  volumes  have  been 
added  and  77  canceled  as  beyond  repair.  Of  these  10  were 
later  restored,  making  the  total  number  of  books  prepared 
for  circulation  at  the  present  time  34,951.  There  have 
been  sent  to  the  bindery  343  volumes  for  rebinding  or  mag- 
azine numbers  to  be  bound  as  books. 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  for  home  use  was 
37,948,  a decrease  in  circulation  of  about  a thousand.  Al- 
though the  total  number  drawn  has  slightly  fallen  off  the 
standard  of  the  literature  called  for  has  been  advanced. 
While  the  percentage  of  fiction  drawn  in  1899  was  79,  dur- 
ing the  past  year  it  has  fallen  to  77.23  and  at  the  same 
time  the  circulation  of  books  on  the  useful  and  fine  arts, 
theology  and  philosophy,  natural  science,  biography  and 
travels  has  increased  somewhat. 

There  are  7493  registered  borrowers  using  the  ordi- 
nary card,  an  increase  of  510  for  the  year.  Forty-nine 
school  teachers  draw  books  in  connection  with  their  work 
on  245  cards,  five  to  each  teacher,  one-third  more  than  a 
year  ago,  and  22  high  school  pupils  use  pupils’  cards. 

It  is  II  years  since  the  last  general  registration  was 
canceled  and  a new  one  ordered,  and  it  has  been  found 
well  in  public  libraries  that  a new  list  be  opened  about 
every  10  years.  I would  recommend  to  this  board  that  the 
advisability  of  a new  registration  be  considered.  In  this 
connection  I would  also  advise  that  each  borrower  be  al- 
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lowed  the  privilege  of  taking  out  two  cards,  on  the  second 
card  no  work  of  fiction  or  light  reading,  so-called,  to  be  al- 
lowed, In  institutions  where  this  has  been  tried  it  is 
found  to  work  well,  and  many  who  would  not  otherwise  do 
so  are  by  such  means  induced  to  take  a book  of  more  solid 
reading  so  long  as  the  act  does  not  deprive  them  of  the  op- 
portunity to  have  a novel  at  hand  also. 

The  library  was  open  for  the  delivery  of  books  every 
day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  306  in  all,  and  the 
average  daily  circulation  was  124.  The  highest  was  318, 
Saturday  March  3,  the  lowest  ii,  September  6,  Newbury- 
port  day. 

Beginning  with  September  the  hours  during  which  the 
building  is  open  to  the  public  were  changed.  The  reading 
room  is  now  open  continuously  from  9 in  the  morning  to 
9 in  the  evening,  and  the  deliver}^  room  from  9 to  8,  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays  excepted,  although  on  the  latter 
the  building  is  open  to  visitors  for  a portion  of  the  time. 

Many  public  libraries  deliver  books  during  a portion 
of  the  day  Sundays  and  the  great  majority  of  them  open 
their  reading  rooms  in  the  afternoon.  This  library  is  pre- 
cluded from  doing  the  first  according  to  one  of  the  three 
conditions  attached  to  the  original  deed  of  gift  accepted  by 
the  city,  the  second,  which  reads  “That  the  library  shall 
not  be  open  for  public  use  on  the  Lord’s  day.”  Whether 
this  includes  the  reading  room,  a later  foundation  and  one 
not  anticipated  at  the  time,  no  more  than  were  Sunday  pa- 
pers, might  be  an  interesting  question  for  speculation. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  this  institution  today  in  or- 
der that  it  may  more  completely  fulfil  its  mission  to  the 
public,  appears  to  be  a reference  department,  easy  of  access 
to  all.  The  difficulty  was  met  in  some  degree  a year  ago 
by  granting  permission  to  those  who  wished,  to  examine 
books  at  the  shelves.  A few  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  privilege  to  their  great  satisfaction,  but  as  a rule  the 
distribution  and  shelving  of  books  in  a large  library  pre- 
sents many  difficulties  by  reason  of  its  technicality,  to  all 
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except  those  who  may  be  spoken  of  as  habitues.  To  those 
connected  with  library  work  or  to  borrowers  who  by  prac- 
tice have  familiarized  themselves  with  the  system  it  seems 
a perfection  of  orderly  arrangement  and  simplicity  itself, 
but  to  the  great  majority  it  must  be  confusing.  A class  or 
call  number,  973.4  for  instance,  to  an  occasional  borrower 
is  merely  an  arbitary  symbol,  but  to  one  who  is  familiar 
wilh  the  system  it  is  a language  which  is  understood  as 
rapidly  as  it  can  be  spoken.  It  stands  in  relation  to  speech 
as  stenography  does  to  ordinary  written  language  but  is 
even  more  condensed.  As  soon  as  the  numeral  9 is  uttered 
history  is  indicated,  7 says  North  America,  3 New  England 
and  4 Massachusetts,  so  long  as  the  figure  are  used  in  that 
order.  These  are  not  merely  an  abbreviation  of  the  title  of  a 
book  but  they  serve  a further  purpose  and  describe  what 
cftimes  the  title  does  not,  the  nature  of  the  contents.  As 
for  instance  one  might  in  looking  over  the  catalogue  come 
across  the  title  “Trespassers”  by  Wood.  A natural  infer- 
ence would  be  that  it  was  a treatise  on  law,  private  law 
probably,  moral  or  divine  possibly.  The  class  number 
attached  however,  591.5,  shows  immediately  by  the  5 that 
it  is  a book  on  natural  science,  the  9 fixes  it  as  a zoological 
work  in  natural  science,  and  so  on.  In  short  it  is  a book 
written  to  show  in  what  manner  beasts,  birds  and  fishes 
trespass  on  domains  which  are  naturally  not  their  own. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  public  will  master  the  in- 
tricacies of  the  decinal  system  of  classification,  but  for 
practical  purposes  and  their  own  convenience  only  a few 
facts  are  necessary  to  be  committed  to  memory.  That  a 
book  number  beginning  with  a o means  that  the  volume 
treats  of  many  or  all  subjects,  as  a magazine  or  cyclopaedia 
If  the  first  number  is  a figure  i,  it  is  a book  on  philosophy, 
2 religion,  3 social  science,  4 language,  5 natural  science, 
6 useful  arts,  7 fine  arts,  8 literature,  9 history,  A book 
without  any  class  number,  simply  a letter  and  figures  to 
abbreviate  the  author’s  name,  invariably  a work  of  fiction. 
Remembering  but  a few  more  combinations  one  can  imme- 
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diately  discriminate  between  the  books  most  largely  read, 
viz  : that  91  is  travels  or  descriptive,  contemporary  history, 
92  biography,  individual  history,  93  ancient  history,  94 
modern  history,  Europe,  95  Asia,  96  Africa,  97  North 
America,  98  South  America,  99  Oceanica  and  the  polar  re- 
gions. No  matter  how  many  additional  numbers  follow, 
to  more  finely  divide,  these  are  invariable  and  always  indi- 
cate the  same  thing. 

In  an  orderly  arranged  reference  library  call  numbers, 
figures  and  all  numerical  aids  are  disregarded  by  the  read- 
ers and  the  intervention  of  attendants  is  as  a rule  unneces- 
sary. The  books  should  be  easy  of  access,  usually  they 
are  of  a large  size  such  as  few  would  care  to  take  away  if 
allowed  to  do  so  and  their  back  titles  are  read  at  a glance. 
At  the  most  a reader  has  but  to  take  one  down  for  a rapid 
glance  to  learn  its  contents. 

Miss  Lander  of  the  south  end  library  which  is  allowed 
b}^  vote  of  the  directors  to  draw  from  this  library  parcels  of 
books  to  the  extent  of  200  in  number  each  month,  writes  : 

“During  the  past  year  books  have  been  loaned  to  the 
south  end  library,  a small  library  connected  with  a reading 
room  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  opened  Jan.  23,  1900. 
Its  circulation  of  books  during  the  year  has  been  4500  vol- 
umes. The  library  was  started  with  200  volumes,  now 
increased  to  800  and  the  books  thus  loaned  by  the  public 
library  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  managers  in 
enabling  them  to  offer  a greater  variety  of  reading  than 
would  have  been  possible  by  their  own  unaided  efforts.” 

The  south  end  library  at  no  time  has  drawn  out  as 
many  books  as  it  is  entitled  to  under  the  vote,  but  all  so 
taken  have  been  returned  except  the  lot  now  there,  and  in 
as  good  condition  as  when  borrowed.  I believe  the  circu- 
lation of  4500  books  from  that  source  fully  accounts  for  the 
slight  loss  in  circulation  at  this  library.

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APPENDIX  B— PEABODY  FUND 


In  accordance  with  the  condition  attached  by  George  Peabody  to 
his  gift  of  $15,000  to  the  Newburyport  public  library  that  an  annual 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  fund  should  be  made,  we  hereby  make 
the  following : 

The  principal  sum  of  $15,000  is  at  present  on  deposit  with  the 
Institution  for  Savings,  where  it  has  been  from  the  beginning,  and 
which  can  only  be  withdrawn  by  the  signature  of  three  of  the  trustees. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  year  there  was  on  hand  according  to  the 
treasurer’s  statement  a balance  of  $501.91.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  received  an  income  of  $906.  There  has  been  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  books  $549.79,  leaving  on  hand  at  the  present  time  a bal- 
ance of  income  of  $858.12* 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  Nov.  30,  1899,  346  books  have  been 
added  to  the  library  by  the  Peabody  fund,  making  9114  books  bought 
since  the  fund  was  received.

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APPENDIX  D— OTHER  FUNDS 


With  the  marked  increase  in  the  capacity  of  the  librar}-  for  fur- 
nishing books  it  would  be  well  if  an  orderly  and  permanent  plan  for 
library  gro\sth  ‘could  be  laid  out.  Besides  buying  new  books  as  they 
are  suggested  and  come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee,  the  weak 
points  in  the  library’s  stock  should  be  sought  out  and  such  la  crnse 
as  are  discovered  filled.  Catalogues  from  second  hand  dealers  from 
literary  centers  in  Europe  as  well  as  this  country  are  constantly 
received  and  they  invariably  contain  offers  of  books  which  are  valu- 
able and  are  not  in  the  regular  trade. 

During  the  year  $372.13  has  been  expended  from  the  Moseley 
fund,  leaving  a balance  of  $673.06. 

From  the  Sawy^er  fund  98  books  have  been  purchased  at  a cost  of 
$80.34  and  a balace  remains  of  $162.66.  The  Green  fund  for  the  pur- 
cease  of  books  on  American  history  and  especially  local  New  England 
history  has  added  13  new  books,  8 pamphlets  and  134  photographic 
views  of  local  scenes,  most  of  which  are  from  old  negatives  of  scenes 
which  have  now  passed  away  or  are  radically  changed,  at  a cost  of 
$92.38,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $21.02.  From  other  sources 
$72.80  have  been  expended. 

During  the  past  year  a donation  of  $20,000  has  been  received  from 
Mr.  John  R.  Spring  of  California. 

A bequest  of  Stephen  R.  Marston  of  $5000  was  made  in  1899,  but 
has  not  yet  been  paid  over  to  the  city,  likewise  one  of  $5000  from 
Abram  E.  Cutter. 
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APPENDIX  E— READING  ROOM 


The  reading  room,  which  has  now  been  in  successful  operation 
for  a generation  and  which  at  first  was  looked  on  as  a luxury  has 
come  to  be  a necessity.  Its  regular  clientele  is  large,  readers  who  if 
they  missed  a day’s  attendance  could  be  set  down  as  most  unavoida- 
bly detained,  and  with  the  transient  readers  and  visitors  its  seating 
capacity  is  pretty  well  taken  up  most  of  the  time.  Its  projector  and 
founder,  William  C.  Todd  has  again  shown  the  generous  interest  he 
takes  in  it,  by  making  during  the  past  year  a further  donation  to  the 
city  of  $5000  for  its  support.  This  will  augment  the  income  which 
can  be  expended  for  newspapers  and  magazines  by  one-half.  The 
sum  was  deposited  b}’-  the  city  in  the  Institution  for  Savings  and  will 
begin  to  pay  dividends  when  the  next  semi-annual  dividend  is  ready, 
in  April  next.  The  income  the  past  year  from  the  original  fund  has 
beeu  I400.  Of  this  amount  ^396.18  has  been  spent  for  papers  and 
periodicals,  and  there  is  an  accumulated  balance  of  ^41.06  available. 
During  the  coming  3’ear  the  number  of  publications  which  can  be 
subscribed  for  will  be  materially  increased,  and  to  that  end  it  would 
perhaps  be  a good  plan  for  the  sub-committee  to  have  an  early  meet- 
ing to  consider  what  publications  had  best  be  added  and  to  scrutinize 
the  list  as  taken  today  with  a possibility  of  its  improvement.

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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS

Hon.  MOSES  BROWN 

DELIVERED  JANUARY  — , 1901 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

It  is  with  a profound  sense  of  inexperience  in  the  re- 
sponsibilities and  details  of  the  high  office  to  which  I have 
been  chosen  that  I address  you  upon  this  occasion.  This 
consideration,  together  with  the  circumstances  of  my  elec- 
tion, the  narrow  plurality  by  which  the  choice  of  the  peo- 
ple was  expressed,  and  the  later  incidents  of  the  cam- 
paign, have  impressed  upon  me  the  wisdom  of  moderation 
and  brevity  in  the  observations  I am  about  to  make. 

The  duties  of  this  station  will  in  some  respects  be  dif- 
ficult, but  they  will  be  easier  or  the  reverse  as  you  and  I 
shall  cooperate  in  the  affairs  we  shall  have  in  hand.  You 
will  not  of  course  understand  that  I expect  for  a moment 
that  you  will  always  agree  with  me,  or  that  I can  promise, 
invariably,  to  concur  with  you,  but  we  can  always  be  con- 
ciliatory toward  each  other,  and  should  differences  arise 
we  may  be  sure,  that  if  courtesy  and  reason  and  common 
sense  be  used,  all  will  in  the  end  be  well. 
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In  looking  over  several  volumes  of  city  reports  I have 
found  that  my  predecessors  have,  in  general,  followed  a 
definite  order  in  presenting  iheir  views  to  the  city  council 
and  that  usually  they  have  spoken  first  upon  the  subject 
of 


FINANCE 

I understand  from  the  treasurer  that  at  the  close  of 
business  about  Dec.  15,  1899,  the  net  debt  of  the  city  was 
$289,566.47,  at  the  same  date  in  1900,  the  net  debt  was 
$289,876.59,  showing  a reduction  of  $2,689.88.  There  was 
however  at  that  time  when  every  bill  out  standing  should 
have  been  rendered  an  acknowledged  over  draft  of 
$5,483.80.  When  this  paragraph  was  written  on  Friday 
last  this  overdraft  had  swollen  to  a sum  of  between 
$12,000  and  $13,060. 

What  an  overdraft  of  this  amount  means  to  a city  of 
the  class,  and  the  moderate  resources  of  curs,  must  be  ap- 
parent to  you  all.  Upon  this  most  unexpected  and  disap- 
pointing revelation,  I shall  make  no  comments,  except  in- 
directly, toward  the  close  of  this  address. 

The  net  interest  account  paid  by  the  city  last  year  was 
$16,182.27,  being  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire  sum 
raised  by  taxation. 

Another  item  to  which  I desire  to  call  your  attention 
is  this,  that  the  debt  is  already  some  $36,000  above  the 
limit  permitted  by  the  statute  law,  based  upon  the  valua- 
tion. 

These  statistics  warn  us  that  during  the  coming  year 
we  and  our  fellow  citizens  must  content  ourselves  with  the 
necessities  and  forego  the  luxuries  of  municipal  expendi- 
tures which  might  be  quite  proper  for  larger  and  richer 
communities. 

Care  and  economy  are  the  more  important  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  because  of  the  probability  which  is  all  but  a cer- 
tainty that  our  city  will  be  compelled,  to  bear  in  part,  the 
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cost  of  a new  and  expensive  bridge  across  the  Merriniac 
because  of  a general  demand  for  sewerage  by  the  people  of 
the  north  end;  and  because  of  the  possible  erection  or  pur- 
chase of  a situable  building  for  the  purposes  of  the  high 
school.  Each  of  these  questions  will  he  treated  in  its 
proper  place  in  this  paper. 


HIGHWAYS 

The  highways  of  the  city  have  received  much  attention 
during  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years  and  by  contrast  with 
their  former  condition  are  in  a very  satisfactory  state  at 
present.  We  must  not  forget,  however,  that  work  upon 
streets  and  sidewalks  is  very  expensive.  East  year  the  ap- 
propriation for  highway  (with  credits)  was  $18,412.91  ; 
the  expenditures  about  $26,000  ; overdraft  $7,700.09.  Be- 
side, there  was  spent  upon  sidewalks  $8,000,  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  treasury  from  abuttors. 

No  doubt  the  city  received  full  value  for  the  amount 
expended,  and  in  this  connection  I desire  thus  publicly  to 
express  my  personal  regret  that  we  are  losing  at  the  begin- 
ning of  my  term  of  office  the  services  of  the  superintendent 
who  for  a term  of  fourteen  years  has  faithfully  adminis- 
tered the  work  of  this  department. 

A complaint  has  been  made  that  during  the  past  year 
or  two,  the  north  end  of  the  city  has  been  neglected  in  the 
proportion  of  outlay  in  this  department.  Whether  or  not 
the  feeling  is  justified  I have  had  no  time  to  ascertain  by 
personal  observation.  I wish  to  say,  however,  that  in  the 
large  committee  having  this  work  in  charge  there  is  per- 
haps more  need  and  more  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  a 
spirit  of  mutual  concession  than  in  any  other.  As  a mem- 
ber or  that  committee  I shall  exert  whatever  influence  I 
may  possess  toward  the  equitable  distribution  of  whatever 
outlay  may  be  made. 

It  will  be  noted  that  a large  part  of  the  overdraft  of 
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last  year  was  in  this  department  We  must  as  a commit- 
tee so  lay  out  the  work  for  the  present  ysar  as  to  keep  the 
expenditure  within  the  income,  and  I hope  it  may  be 
found  possible  to  ask  for  a smaller  appropriation  than 
heretofore. 

I have  been  told  that  there  has  lately  arrived  a cargo 
of  edgestones,  but  notwithstanding  this  fact  I think  we 
should  make  up  our  minds  to  great  economy  in  their  use. 
The  sidewalks  of  the  city  are  in  fair  condition  and  for  the 
present  year,  at  least,  we  can  curtail  this  expense  without 
injury  to  anyone. 


SCHOOLS 

The  school  system  in  our  city  is  a most  excellent  one 
and  the  general  results  in  scholarship  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  in  the  state.  It  is  also  undoubtedly  true 
that  the  expenses  of  the  department  are  less  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  students  than  in  most  other  cities. 
Whether  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  smaller  salaries  are 
paid,  or  that  more  work  is  done  by  individual  teachers,  I 
am  not  in  a position  to  say.  There  is  now  in  process  of 
construction  a commodious  brick  schoolhouse  upon  or  near 
the  old  Jackman  foundation.  This  building  when  com- 
pleten  will  be  spacious  and  convenient  and  will  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  these  modern  days.  It  would  seem 
wise  that  the  small  house  on  School  street,  next  to  the 
school,  should  be  purchased  if  it  can  be  had  at  a reasona- 
ble price,  so  as  to  make  the  grounds  in  better  proportion. 

In  this  department  by  far  the  most  difficult  problen  is 
that  of  the  High  school.  Under  authority  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment of  last  year,  plans  and  estimates  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Putnam  school  were  made.  These  plans  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  city  council.  They  provide  for  an 
increase  in  the  capacity  of  the  building,  making  it  a 14- 
room  schoolhouse.  The  estimate  of  cost  is  $17,500.  This

plan  involves,  I suppose,  the  purchase  of  the  building  any 
grounds  of  the  Putnam  trustees.  There  are  apparently 
some  of  our  citizens  who  favor  the  erection  of  a thoroughly 
modern  High  school  building  upon  the  mall  or  elsewhere. 
I have  had  littl'e  opportunity  for  consultation  with  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board  and  it  may  appear  presumptuous 
upon  my  part  to  offer  an  opinion  in  the  premises,  but  in 
view  of  the  very  costly  nature  of  each  of  the  projects  noted, 
and  considering  the  state  of  the  city  finances,  it  seems  to 
me  as  at  present  advised,  wise  to  renew  the  contract  or 
agreement,  under  the  terms  of  which  the  High  and  Putnam 
schoois  are  now  being  operated,  amending  it  in  some  par- 
ticulars. I am  aware  that  there  are  grave  objections  to 
this  arrangement,  and  that  more  or  less  inconvenience  to 
teachers  and  students  arises  from  it,  but  I submit  that 
upon  the  whole  it  is  the  better  course  to  follow. 


BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS 

In  this  department  last  year  the  large  sum  of  $10,- 
749.21  was  expended,  an  overdraft  of  $1,766.54  being  made. 
The  condition  of  the  Newburyport  bridge  has  for  years 
been  such  that  almost  continual  repairs  have  been  needed 
to  keep  it  safe  for  travel.  The  count}"  commissioners  will, 
without  doubt,  early  in  the  present  year  condemn  this 
bridge  and  wiil  order  the  construction  of  another  of  stone 
and  iron.  Under  the  act  of  1896  no  less  than  40  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  may  be  assessed  upon  the  city  of  Newburyport 
and  the  next  towns,  and  of  that  40  per  cent,  three-fourths 
at  least  is  likely  to  be  the  proportion  of  Newburyport,  so 
that  if  the  bridge  cost  $175,000  it  is  easy  to  figure  that  our 
share  will  be  $52,500,  and  our  city  debt  increased  in  that 
amount. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  every  city  there  is  and  will  continue  to  be  more  or 
less  criticism  of  the  police  department ; of  the  men  who 
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compose  the  force  and  the  methods  followed  by  them,  v^o 
far  as  I can  learn  there  is  in  our  own  city  less  cause  for 
criticism  in  this  direction  than  in  most  places.  The  men 
are  competent,  honest  and  attentive  to  their  duty.  The 
chief  is  a man  of  tact  and  ability,  well  fitted  for  the  postion 
which  he  holds.  The  force  consists  of  15  officers  and  men,, 
a number  amply  sufficient  for  our  needs.  The  expenses 
of  the  department  last  year  were  $13, 1 03.73  and  there  was  a 
balance  undrawn  of  $710.57  to  its  credit  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  a new  and  convenient 
station.  While  it  seems  impossible  to  have  it  at  present, 
I am  glad  to  report  that  a fund  for  the  purpose  is  accumu- 
lating, amounting  now  to  $3000. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Of  the  affairs  of  this  department  I am  unable  to  speak 
with  particular  knowledge.  December  15th  its  total  ex- 
penditure had  been  $12,539.19,  overdraft  $203.84,  since  in- 
creased $500  or  more.  A large  proportion  of  the  expense 
is  the  salary  list  of  the  officers  and  the  annual  pay  of  the 
several  companies.  I believe  that  the  apparatus  is  in  ex- 
cellent repair,  and  the  various  houses  are  convenient  and 
in  satisfactory  condition,  save  that  of  the  hose  company 
in  ward  six.  For  the  accommodation  of  this  company  and 
its  apparatus  a lot  of  land  has  been  recently  purchased 
upon  Forrester  street  where  it  is  proposed  to  build  a house 
in  the  future.  As  to  the  morale  and  general  efficiency  of 
the  department  it  is  now,  as  it  has  been  during  the  entire 
history  of  the  city,  unquestionably  good. 


SEWERAGE 

In  reference  to  the  subject  of  sewerage  I have  little  to 
offer.  It  is  certain  that  the  system  is,  for  a city  like  ours, 
the  very  best  that  could  be  employed,  and  it  is  surprising 
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that  the  cost  of  its  maintenance  is  so  small,  only  $675  hav- 
ing been  expended  last  year.  There  is  a pressure  from  the 
people  of  ward  six  to  have  the  system  extended  to  that 
part  of  the  city,  and  there  are  plans  and  estimates  in  the 
hands  of  the  city  council  showing  the  expense  thereof. 
Although  it  would  be  too  costly  to  carry  the  system 
through  the  whole  district  at  one  time  and  under  one  con- 
tract, and  although  we  are  under  tne  urgent  need  of  pru- 
dence in  every  expenditure,  yet  considering  that  proper 
sewerage  is  so  necessary  to  the  public  health,  and  consid- 
ering likewise  that  the  taxpayers  at  that  end  of  the  city 
have  been  obliged  to  contribute  toward  the  building  and 
support  of  the  sewers  already  in  operation,  and  from  which 
they  have  received  no  direct  benefit,  I would  recommend 
that  the  city  council  investigate  this  subject  with  a view  to 
doing  a portion  of  the  work,  providing  it  can  be  done  in 
harmony  with  the  whole  plan  proposed. 


LIGHTING  STREETS. 

The  service  of  providing  lights  for  streets  and  public 
buildings  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  a joint  committee  from 
the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  common  council.  I sup- 
pose there  is  no  department  of  public  service  where  mem- 
bers of  a committee  are  more  importuned  than  in  this  of 
street  lighting,  and  it  may  be  laid  down  as  an  axiom  that 
where  a lamp  is  once  placed  there  it  stays.  The  cost  of 
lighting  streets  and  public  buildings  last  year  was  $13,- 
430.86.  Since  it  may  be  difficult  to  reduce  the  number  of 
street  lamps,  I trust  that  the  committee  to  be  appointed 
for  the  current  year  will  be  enabled  by  contract  or  other- 
wise to  make  a saving  from  the  present  cost. 


THE  WATER  WORKS 

The  case  of  the  Water  Company  vs.  the  City  has  dur- 
ing the  past  year  advanced  another  stage  toward  settle- 
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iiient.  The  next  will  be  final  as  the  exceptions  will  then 
be  heard  and  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  So  far  at  every  trial  the  contentions  of  the  city 
have  been  sustained  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that 
the  lasc  decision  will  be  in  our  favor.  Meanwhile  the  ser- 
vice has  been  improved,  the  rates  somewhat  reduced  and 
the  plant  itself  with  its  surroundings,  formerly  in  appear- 
ance a bog  hole,  has,  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
niissioner.-i  and  its  superintendent,  become  a pleasure  to 
the  eye. 


POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

So  far  as  I can  learn  no  fault  can  be  found  by  the  cap- 
tious with  the  manner  in  which  this  large  department  is 
maintained.  The  present  board  of  overseers  and  their 
clerk  appear  to  receive  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  a 
marked  degree.  The  almshonse  is  well  managed  by  the 
superintendent  and  the  method  of  dispensing  what  is 
known  as  out  door  relief  is  most  excellent  and  economical. 
The  total  expense  of  the  department  last  year  was  $24,- 
81T.12  of  which  sum  more  than  $9000  was  paid  for  the 
maintenance  and  care  of  the  insane. 


THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  Public  Library  and  Reading  Room  are  being  con- 
ducted in  a most  satisfactory  and  liberal  manner.  The 
library  has,  during  the  past  year,  received  several  be- 
quests amounting  in  all  to  $30,000.  For  full  statistics 
you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Librarian  lately  issued. 


SUGGESTIONS 

As  I approach  the  end  of  this  paper  there  are  two  or 
three  recommendations,  or  rather  suggestions,  which  I beg 
leave  respectfully  to  submit. 
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Finst.  To  members  of  the  Common  Council,  where 
all  orders  for  the  outlay  of  the  public  funds  should 
originate,  that  they  be  very  careful,  especially  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  appro- 
priation bill,  as  regards  the  suspension  of  the  rule  which  re- 
quires that  such  orders  shall  have  two  separate  readings 
presumably  at  different  sessions  of  the  board.  When,  as 
now,  the  board  meets  twice  in  a month  the  delay  from  one 
meeting  to  another  can  seldom  be  detrimental  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city  and  it  may  often  be  of  benefit. 

Second.  I wish  to  speak  a word  of  warning  to  the  mem- 
bers of  committees  about  to  be  appointed.  It  is  in  reference 
to  the  practice  of  holding  back  bills  for  labor  or  supplies,  or 
causing  or  permitting  such  bills  to  be  so  held  by  those  with 
whom  committees  or  their  agents  deal.  Every  bill  should 
be  filed  in  the  month  when  it  is  contracted  and  every  credi- 
tor of  the  city  should  be  paid  upon  the  pay  roll  next  follow 
ing.  A neglect  of  this  plain  duty  w^hether  from  careless- 
ness or  motive  is  the  sure  forerunner  of  debt  and  overdraft. 

A lesson  easy  of  comprehension,  showing  the  conse- 
quence of  such  utterly  unbusiness-like  courses,  come  to  us 
with  unpleasant  emphasis  today,  when  an  overdraft  of 
$12,000  or  $13,000  is  presented  us,  with  the  compliments  of 
the  season,  from  the  administration  of  last  year.  This  de- 
ficit we  must  meet  by  the  application  of  about  eight  per  cent 
of  a tax  not  yet  assessed.  Do  you  realize,  gentlemen,  that 
this  overdraft  with  the  interest  account  will  absorb  more 
than  one-sixth  of  the  total  tax  upon  the  basis  of  last  year’s 
rate  and  valuation  ? 

There  is  another  matter  which  I would  earnestly  com- 
mend to  the  attention  of  the  city  council.  I ask  5^011  gentle- 
men, to  consider  carefully  whether  or  not  the  time  has  come 
for  a reform  in  the  methods  of  buying  such  merchandise  as 
is  required  in  the  various  departments  of  the  city.  I am 
sure  that  such  supplies  could  be  bought  at  a saving  of 
much  money  if  the  entire  business  should  be  placed  of  one 
honest  and  competent  man.  My  observation  shows  me 
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that  a knowledge  of  goods  and  qiiali  ies,  of  trade  dis- 
counts and  cash  discounts,  and  other  up-to-date  methods 
enables,  always,  the  close  buyer  in  every  line  and  depart- 
ment of  trade  to  make  a distinct  saving  and  profit  over 
and  above  the  ordinary  gains  ol  business.  A corporation 
like  the  city  of  Newburyport  is  in  the  aggregate  a large 
buyer  : its  credit  is  of  the  best,  and  in  its  purchases  should 
have  every  advantage  of  price  and  quality.  I was  pleased 
last  year  to  note  in  one  of  our  daily  papers  some  editorial 
comment  upon  the  methods  of  purchase  then  and  now  in 
use,  and  I hoped  that  the  public  would  show  some  interest 
in  a subject  so  important.  It  may  be  said  in  objection  to 
surh  a plan  that  it  would  create  another  salaried  office, 
that  it  would  place  too  great  a power  in  the  hands  of  one 
man, — that  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a proper  person  to 
exercise  so  great  a trust.  Other  objections  may  be  urged, 
but  I am  inclined  to  think  that  a man  such  as  the  people 
would  elect  (for  surely  to  the  people  should  such  an  elec- 
tion go)  would  be  able  to  show  a saving  of  five  times  his 
salary  annually.  I am  aware  that  this  plan  may  not  at 
first  be  popular,  and  that  it  can  never  be  introduced  save 
by  amendment  to  the  charter  with  referendum  to  the  peo- 
ple, but  I have  felt  it  a duty  to  bring  it  to  your  notice  in 
the  hope  that  it  will  some  day  be  adopted. 


OUR  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERvSARY 

On  June  24,  1851,  was  inaugurated  the  first  city  gov- 
ernment, a charter  having  been  accepted  by  the  town’s 
people  on  the  the  3d  of  June  preceding.  Preparations  for 
the  due  observance  of  the  50th  anniversary  of  this  event 
should  be  at  ;nce  begun.  Notwithstanding  our  somewhat 
impoverished  state,  we  must  needs,  as  patriotic  citizens, 
make  ready  at  some  expense,  personal  as  well  as  public, 
for  an  event  so  important.  The  anniversary  will  be  of 
large  and  general  interest.  It  will  intimately  concern 
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every  son  and  daughter  of  the  soil,  every  man,  who 
coming  from  abroad  has  here  found  citizenship,  and 
every  woman  born  without  our  borders  who  by  marriage 
or  in  any  other  way  has  become  identified  with  the  city  of 
our  love  and  pride.  We  of  the  city  council  cannot  for  a 
moment  think  of  arranging  upon  our  own  responsibility 
for  such  a celebration  as  this  should  be.  A.  large  com- 
mittee chosen  from  every  profesfon,  trade,  calling,  and 
interest  represented  in  our  city  should  be  invited  to  share 
with  us  the  care  and  pleasure  of  pieparing  for  so  great  1 

a day.  I doubt  no,  gentlemen,  that  you  will  at  once  ; 

take  the  preliminary  steps,  and  so  leave  the  matter  in  ; 

your  hands.  !

To  the  Committee  on  High  School^ — 

At  your  request  I submit  the  following  statement  of  the 
work  of  the  High  and  Putnam  schools  during  the  year  just 
past. 

Several  changes  in  the  teaching  force  have  been  made. 
Last  June  Miss  Ruth  A.  Paul  resigned  to  accept  a position  at 
Nyack,  N.  Y. ; her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  Helen  A.  Ward, 
a recent  Radcliffe  graduate,  who  has  given  special  attention 
to  English. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Smith,  teacher  of  history,  resigned  in  the 
summer,  and  Miss  Mabelle  Moses  succeeded  to  her  position. 
Miss  Moses  is  a graduate  of  Leland  Stanford,  Jr.  University 
and  has  had  special  work  in  history  at  Radcliffe.  At  the 
opening  of  school  Miss  Bertha  J.  Atwater  resigned  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health,  and  her  position  as  teacher  of  Greek  and 
Latin  was  filled  by  Miss  Edna  Moffatt,  a graduate  of  Colby 
University. 

The  resignation  of  these  able  teachers  was  a great  loss  to 
the  school,  but  the  board  were  able  to  secure  such  efficient 
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and  well  equipped  teachers  to  take  their  places  that  the 
standard  of  work  in  these  departments  has  not  suffered. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  materially  changed.  Greater 
attention  has  been^  given  to  the  study  of  English  authors  and 
to  composition  work.  A carefully  prepared  list  of  books  for 
study  and  reading  has  been  made,  each  book  being  selected 
with  reference  to  its  service  in  cultivating  the  taste,  stimu- 
lating the  imagination  and  fostering  the  love  of  literature. 
By  unremitting  practice  the  power  to  write  correctly  and  flu- 
ently is  sought. 

The  special  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  physical  ap- 
paratus has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  science  de- 
partment. Each  pupil  is  required  to  perform  a series  of  ex- 
periments. This  affords  the  pupil  an  opportunity  to  acquire 
a knowledge  of  the  common  phenomena  of  the  physical  world 
and,  at  the  same  time,  gives  him  training  in  observation  and 
in  drawing  conclusions  from  his  own  work. 

The  working  power  of  the  history  department  has  been, 
likewise,  great:ly  increased  by  the  purchase  on  the  part  of  the 
school  board  of  new  text  books  and  books  of  reference,  ena- 
bling the  teacher  of  that  department  to  carry  on  the  work  in 
accordance  with  the  most  modern  and  approved  methods. 

The  introduction  of  a business  course  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity for  preparation  for  a business  life.  Commercial  Arith- 
metic, commercial  law  and  bookkeeping  are  pursued  during 
the  first  two  years.  Stenography  and  type  writing  extend 
through  the  junior  and  senior  years.  In  the  junior  year  the 
principles  of  stenography  are  thoroughly  learned,  and  facility 
acquired  in  writing  and  reading  shorthand  and  in  using  the 
typewriter.  The  senior  year  is  devoted  to  increasing  the 
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speed  and  to  specific  training  for  the  practical  application  of 
stenography  to  business  and  professional  life.  This  includes 
practice  in  approved  business  forms  and  commercial  corre- 
spondence. 

. The  question  of  athletics  has  been  satisfactorily  settled. 
The  Athletic  Association  last  year  adopted  the  rule  that  no 
one-should  represent  the  school  in  any  athletic  contest  whose 
standing  at  the  time  of  the  contest  is  not  up  to  promotion 
standard.  There  has  been  a very  marked  improvement  this 
year  in  the  standing  of  those  interested  in  athletic  sports. 

The  graduating  class  consisted  of  fifty.one  students.  ' The 
school  board  conferred  thirty-five  diplomas  and  the  Putnam 
trustees,  sixteen.  : ' ! 

At  the  graduation  the  three  exercises  given  by  members  of 
the  class  ; namely,  salutatory,  class  prophecy  and  valedictory 
were  of  unusual  merit  and  called  forth  the  warm  praise  of  the 
speaker  of  the  day.  Rev.  A.  E.  Winship,  who  afterwards 
^poke  of  them  in  his  “Journal  of  Education”  as  follows  : 
“The  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  audience  of  the  graduat- 
ing season,  so  far  as  high  schools  are  concerned,  was  at  New- 
buryport.  It  was  the  largest  class  by  far  and  the  preliminary 
exercises  by  three  of  the  class  were  far  beyond  what  one  ex- 
pects on  such  an  occasion.  It  is  always  gratifying  to  close 
commencement  and  graduation  season  with  a class,  school 
and  audience  of  an  exceptionally  attractive  character,  as  at 
Newbury  port.” 

From  this  class  four  have  entered  Harvard ; five,  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology;  two,  the  University 
of  Vermont ; one,  Dartmouth  ; two.  Smith  College  ; and  two, 
the  Salem  Normal.  ' - 
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The  Toppan  prize,  given  for  the  best  examination  paper  in 
civil  government,  was  awarded  lo  Frank  P.  Woodbury,  the 
committee  on  award  being  Nathan  Withington,  Esq.,  and 
Dr.  Alphonzo  B.  Brown. 

The  school  has  been  the  recipient  of  several. historical  pic- 
tures from  Miss  Plthei  Barton,  and  a set  of  books  entitled 
“Great  Writers,”, purchased  with  the  proceeds  of  a fair  held 
in  1899 

A*t  the  opening  of  school  in  September  66  were  admitted 
to  the  High  and  30  to  the  Putnam  school.  There  are  at 
present  in  the  school  172  High  and  71  Putnam  pupils.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS 


The  year  ending  June  27,  1900,  was  marked  by  no  great 
event  for  these  schools.  There  was  the  same  steady  work 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  and  the  same  good  management  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  that  have  made  our  schools  success- 
ful in  other  years.  There  are  very  few  conflicts  with  parents, 
and  a case  ot  undue  severity  is  rare  indeed. 

That  the  scholarship  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other 
places  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  so  many  pupils  moving  into 
the  city  are  unable  to  enter  the  grade  that  they  had  been  in 
elsewhere,  and  that  children  moving  away  are  frequently  ad- 
vanced a grade  above  the  class  in  which  they  would  have 
been  had  they  remained  here. 

On  the  whole  it  is  believed  that  our  schools  are  in  excel- 
lent condition  both  as  to  government  and  as  to  instruction. 

During  the  year  no  important  changes  were  made  in  the 
line  of  work,  but  much  time  and  thought  were  given  to  a 
new  course  of  study.  A special  committee  of  the  board  was 
appointed,  and  after  many  consultation  with  the  teachers  and 
superintendent,  a course  was  presented  to  the  Board  which 
was  adopted,  and  printed  during  the  summer  vacation.  Such 
changes  were  made  in  the  previous  course  as  the  experience 
of  the  teachers  and  the  progress  in  methods  of  instruction 
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rendered  advisable  The  amount  of  arithmetic  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grades  was  diminished.  In  the  higher  grades  some 
of  the  subjects  formerly  taught  in  this  branch  of  study  were 
dropped.  Geography  was  made  topical  to  a great  extent  in 
all  grades. 

An  attempt  has  also  been  made  in  the  present  course  to 
to  supply  for  all  grades,  from  the  first  to  the  ninth  inclusive, 
an  outline  for  work  in  literature,  in  connection  with  reading. 
For  this  purpose  a list  of  books  suitable  for  home  reading 
is  given,  also  a list  in  every  grade  of  choice  selections  for 
memorizing.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  so  performed 
by  the  teachers  that  the  children  will  not  simply  repeat  the 
words,  but  that  they  will  be  questioned  upon  the  thoughts 
and  sentiments  in  such  a way  that  their  minds  may  be  ele 
vated  and  their  hearts  moved  to  appreciate  all  that  is  noble, 
true  and  beautiful  in  what  they  repeat. 

There  are  many  problems  that  the  wisest  educators  have 
not  yet  solved,  and  many  questions,  some  of  them  new,  that 
present  themselves  to  those  having  charge  of  the  schools. 
Almost  everywhere  it  is  found  that  old  conditions  have 
changed  The  colleges  have  so  increased  their  demands  that 
much  of  that  which  they  formerly  taught  is  now  required  of 
that  which  they  formerly  taught  is  now  required  of  those 
seeking  admission.  This  has  increased  the  work  of  the  high 
schools,  and  they  in  turn  see  themselves  either  forced  to 
raise  their  standard  of  admission  or  to  increase  the  length  of 
their  course. 

In  some  places  a year  has  been  added  to  the  high  school 
course,  for  those  intending  to  enter  college,  in  some,  a year 
has  been  added  to  the  grammar  school  course,  while  in  still 
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Others  the  plan  of  elective  studies  has  been  adopted  in  the 
grammar  schools,  in  order  that  those  taking  a college  course 
may  receive  special  instruction,  in  the  line  of  their  future 
work,  previous  to  entering  the  high  school. 

The  claim  has  been  made  that  from  a year  to  a year  and 
a half  of  the  time  in  the  high  school  is  now  given  to  work 
formerly  done  in  college.  We  have  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  branches  taught  in  the  elementary  schools,  with  fewer 
hours  iiT  which  to  accomplish  the  work.  The  children  must 
have  the  benefit  of  instruction  in  every  new  or  old  subject  ad- 
v’oeated  by  the  crank  or  reformer. 

Much  that  is  in  itself  desirable,  some  about  which  there  is 
room  for  doubt,  must  go  into  the  schools.  At  the  present 
time  in  addition  to  the  subjects  we  have  always  had,  nature 
and  art,  hygiene,  physiology,  temperance,  geometry,  algebra, 
latin,  cooking,  sewing,  literature,  patriotism,  mythology, 
housekeeping,  drawing  and  music  are  all  urged  upon  us. 

• How  with  all  or  a considerable  part  of  these  new  branches 
shall  we  be  able  to  give  the  pupils  better  preparation  for  the 
high  school  than  they  had  before  the  so-called  “enrich- 
ments” of  our  school  course  had  been  made  ? 

So  far  Newburyport  has  been  somewhat  conservative,  our 
grammar  school  course  has  been  enriched  neither  with  latin 
nor  goemetry.  As  little  physiology  has  been  taught  as  the 
law  would  allow,  and  but  little  algebra  in  connection  with  the 
arithmetic  The  school  board  has  waited  till  new  things  had 
proved  beneficial  and  practicable  before  adopting  them.  Not- 
withstanding this  conservatism  we  have  had  drawing,  music, 
cooking  and  sewing  in  practical  operation.  The  limited  ca- 
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pacity  of  our  school  buildings  has  also  prevented  some  of  the 
plans  adopted  elsewhere  from  being  tried. here. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  school  year  Miss  Lillian  Hamilton, 
second  assistant  in  the  Jackman  school,  resigned  a position 
which  she  had  filled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  school.  Miss  Nellie  D.  Barrett,  a graduate  of 
the  training  school,  was  appointed  in  her  place.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  Miss  Georgie  Bartlett,  principal  of  the 
school  on  Storey  Avenue,  resigned  the  position  she  had  suc- 
cessfully filled  for  several  years.  Miss  Julia  Boyle,  a former 
graduate  of  the  training  school,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  In  October  Miss  Alice  W.  Hopkinson  resigned. 
Miss  Hopkinson  had  been  an  assistant  in  the  Kelley  school 
for  five  years  and  her  classes  were  admirably  prepared.  Miss 
Florence  Ingalls,  another  graduate  of  the  training  school, 
was  seletced  to  fill  the  vacancy.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 


Since  the  publication  of  the  last  annual  report,  these 
schools  have  lost  the  services  of  several  excellent  teachers. 
IMiss  Katherine  Nutting  after  a few  months  as  teacher  at  the 
Purchase  street  school  resigned,  and  Miss  Lillian  Ross,  a 
graduate  of  the  Newburyport  Training  School,  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Miss  Eleanor  S.  Robinson,  after  serving 
with  great  success  in  the  Bromfield  Primary  school  and  in 
the  Ward  room,  tendered  her  resignation.  The  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Annie  B.  Richardson.  Miss 
Richardson  is  also  a graduate  of  the  training  school. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Ina  C.  Walton,  an  ex- 
cellent teacher  in  the  Ward  room  school,  also  relinquished  the 
position,  and  another  graduate  of  the  training  school.  Miss 
Mary  F.  Whitmore  was  appointed  in  her  place.  Many  times 
during  the  past  year  has  the  value  of  the  training  school  been 
demonstrated.  Without  it  these  positions  would  have  been 
filled  by  strangers  whose  desirability  would  have  been  at  least 
uncertain. 

Miss  P21izabeth  H Cheever,  the  principal  of  the  Congress 
street  school,  was  taken  sick  soon  after  the  opening  of  the 
schools,  in  the  fall  of  ’99,  and  her  health  not  having  improved, 
she  was  unable  to  resume  her  duties  for  the  remainder  of  the 
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school  year.  Part  of  the  time  a substitute  was  placed  in  her 
room,  and  part  of  the  time  Miss  Ross  took  charge,  Miss  Car- 
rie Merrill  taking  her  place.  At  the  beginning  of  the  new 
school  year  Miss  Cheever’s  health  had  so  far  improved  that 
she  was  able  to  return  to  school  and  resume  her  duties  as 
principal. 

Most  of  the  year  an  assistant  was  employed  at  a small 
salary  to  assist  in  the  Temple  street  school,  by  taking  some 
of  the  younger  children  into  the  entry,  which  is  comfortably 
heated.  There  being  four  grades  and  sometimes  fifty  pupils 
in  this  school  much  better  work  can  be  done  with  such  assist- 
ance and  the  expense  is  small.  Assistance  was  given  in  the 
same  way  for  a short  time  in  the  first  grade  at  the  Curtis 
school,  by  Miss  Eleanor  Forsyth.  Here  the  necessity  arose 
from  the  large  number  of  pupils,  more  than  the  room  could 
accommodate. 

The  primary  schools  are  doing  better  work  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  doing  it  with  less  friction.  The  condition  of  the 
lower  rooms  is  particularly  noticeable.  The  children  are 
happy,  they  love  their  school,  and  their  teachers.  The  les- 
sons are  short,  as  they  should  be  for  young  pupils.  They  are 
also  interspersed  with  singing,  gymnastics  and  other  exer- 
cises, so  that  the  sessions  are  animated  and  attractive.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  TRAINING 

SCHOOL 


The  school  year  at  the  Training  school  has  been  marked  by 
two  changes,  both  of  which  tend  to  increase  the  number  of 
pupil  teachers  ; namely  the  allowing  candidates  to  enter  with- 
out an  examination,  and  the  giving  out  of  town  students  the 
same  compensation  as  resident  pvipil  teachers  receive.  These 
steps  seemed  desirable  to  the  committee  having  the  school  in 
charge,  as  the  number  of  pupil  teachers  was  small,  in  fact  so 
small  that  in  February  it  was  found  neeessary  to  retain  two 
of  the  graduates  as  assistants. 

Miss  Josephine  Coffin  and  Miss  Nellie  Des  Barrett  were 
chosen  to  remain,  the  former  teaching  in  the  school  until 
June,  but  the  latter  only  two  months,  as  in  April  she  was  ap- 
pointed to  a permanent  position  in  the  schools  of  the  city. 

There  are  at  present  fifteen  pupil  teachers  in  the  school. 
The  senior  class  has  three  members  : Grace  Cook,  Goldie 
MacArthur  and  Carrie  Dodge.  The  middle  class  has  four 
members  : Lelia  Kimball,  Gertrude  Little,  Adelaide  Pritch- 
ard and  Lillian  Rich.  The  junior  class  has  eight  members  : 
Georgiana  Smith,  Grace  Page,  Alice  George,  Harriett  Boyd, 
Elizabeth  True,  Edith  Annis,  Evelyn  Pike  and  Bessie  Davis. 

All  the  graduates  of  the  school  that  desire  to  teach  are  do- 
ing so,  eighteen  being  employed  in  the  city  schools.  Several 
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of  them,  teaching  in  other  cities,  have  been  creditably  pro- 
moted during  the  year.  This  is  most  pleasing,  going  as  it 
does  to  show  that  the  work  of  the  graduates  is  well  considered 
by  larger  cities  where  the  educational  standard  is  placed  high. 
Also  showing  to  us  that  the  standing  of  our  school  compares 
well  with  that  of  other  places. 

Young  ladies  from  the  school  have  given  satisfaction  in 
Beverly,  Cambridge,  Somer\dlle,  Watertown,  Natick,  Need- 
ham and  many  other  places. 

During  the  year  19CXD  seven  have  been  graduated  from  the 
school,  namely : Nellie  Des  Barrett,  Lillian  Ross,  Lillian 
Porter,  Hortense  Small,  Mary  Forsythe,  Josephine  Coffin, 
Mary  Hoxie.

EVENING  SCHOOLS 


The  evening  schools  were  continued  at  the  Purchase  street 
schoolhouse.  Although  the  number  of  pupils  was  not  large, 
good  work  was  done  by  those  attending.  Miss  Helen  S. 
Merrill  was  principal  of  the  boys’  and  Miss  Lizzie  C.  Ire- 
land of  the  girls’  school.  Those  attending  were  partly  the 
illiterate  minors,  employed  in  manufacturing  establishments, 
and  partly  those  who  with  some  previous  education  felt  a 
desire  to  improve  by  pursuing  their  studies  farther. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a more  desirable  room  could  not 
be  provided  for  evening  schools.  There  are  objections  to  hav- 
ing them  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  day  schools  for  several 
good  reasons.  Yet  if  an  attractive  room  could  be  provided  in 
a desirable  location,  it  is  believed  that  many  pupils  would  at- 
tend and  take  up  higher  branches  of  study  than  those  now 
pursued. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  young  persons  who  would  like 
to  study  bookkeeping,  or  perhaps  typewriting  and  stenogra- 
phy if  there  was  a favorable  opportunity. 

At  present,  the  time  of  the  school  is  given  almost  wholly 
to  the  study  of  reading,  arithmetic,  writing  and  spelling. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  DRAWING 


Looking  back  over  the  year’s  work  in  drawing  progress  is 
discernible.  The  same  general  outline  of  work  has  been  fol- 
lowed, but  from  year  to  year  the  details  are  changed.  This 
gives  an  opportunity  for  some  new  work  each  year.  The 
annual  exhibition  was  held  in  the  lower  room  of  the  Temple 
street  school,  June  14,  15,  16. 

New  tables  made  a much  better  surface  to  place  drawings 
upon  and  all  drawings  were  pasted  upon  large  gray  mounts. 
This  gave  the  general  appearance  of  the  whole  room  a much 
more  pleasing  effect  than  before.  There  were  fewer  draw- 
ings placed  on  exhibition  but  they  were  seen  to  better  advan- 
tage. To  see  such  an  exhibit  is  the  only  way  to  realize  what 
the  pupils  are  doing.  The  register  of  visitors  kept  during  the 
week  showed  a larger  per  cent  of  parents  and  friends  of 
pupils  and  teachers  than  in  previous  years. 

Many,  thinking  drawing  meant  simply  to  make  pictures  of 
objects,  were  surprized  to  find  so  much  else  included,  i.  e.  the 
study  of  color  from  the  spectrum,  the  making  and  decorating 
of  objects,  mechanical  drawing,  designing  and  lettering,  also 
the  study  of  noted  works  of  art.  Among  the  visitors  was 
Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  State  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 
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Toward  the  close  of  September  and  the  beginning  pf  Octo- 
ber work,  was  sent  to  the  Amesbury  Agricultural  Fair  and  the 
Ould  Newberry  Fair.  In  both  fair  we  won  prizes. 

Each  teacher  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  is  now 
supplied  with  a Prang  Manual  for  Drawing,  which  is  full  of 
suggestions  and  examples  for  good  work.

MUSIC 


The  report  of  the  music  for  the  past  year  is  made  in  a few 
words. 

To  report  just  progress  would  say  enough  perhaps  to  sat* 
isfy  the  majority  of  the  people,  but  I must  say  more  than  this. 

The  work  done  by  the  teachers  in  the  several  schools  under 
the  supervision  of  Grant  Drake  of  Melrose,  has  been  good, 
pupils  have  advanced,  and  in  many  cases  show  proficiency 
beyond  their  years.  It  would  hardly  do  to  single  out  any 
particular  school  or  schools  that  have  excelled,  yet  it  is  true 
that  some  schools  have  made  more  progress  than  others,  but 
on  the  whole,  the  music  has  kept  up  to  the  standing  of  the 
previous  year. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Grant  Drake  tendered  his  resig* 
nation  as  supervisor  of  music  in  our  schools,  much  to  the  re- 
gret of  teachers,  pupils  and  school  board  as  well.  His  place 
has  been  ably  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Laura  F. 
Hubbard  of  Ipswich,  who  has  entered  into  the  work,  with  a 
thoroughness  and  determination  that  show  her  ability  to  be 
fully  equal  to  her  predecessor,  and  capable  of  keeping  the 
music  up  to  its  high  standing  of  excellence. 

During  the  year  the  study  of  music  has  been  taken  from 
the  curriculum  of  the  high  school,  the  reason  being,  that  the 
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pupils  were  not  qualified  to  take  up  the  advanced  system  used 
in  high  school  work.  Music  not  having  been  taught  long 
enough  in  our  schools  to  bring  the  pupils  to  that  proficiency 
where  they  can  take  up  the  Normal  course  as  taught  in  the 
high  schools  of  other  cities. 

During  the  past  term  Mr.  J.  G.  P.  Thurlow,  chairman  of 
the  sub  committee  on  music  has  given  one  period  each  week 
to  the  high  school  in  sight  singing,  much  to  the  gratification 
of  the  pupils.  The  school  is  doing  good  work,  and  is  taking 
up  popular,  as  well  as  some  classical  choruses. 

The  highest  praise  should  be  given  the  teachers  for  the 
conscientious  work  they  have  put  into  music,  and  all  have 
put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  make  it  a grand  siicceess.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  ’ THE 
COOKING  SCHOOL 


During  the  past  year  the  girls  from  the  eighth  grade  have 
received  instruction  in  the  composition  and  cost  of  different 
foods,  and  their  nutritive  values,  also  in  the  preparation  and 
cooking  of  such  dishes  as  are  generally  used  in  ordinary  home 
life.  They  have  also  been  taught  to  clean  and  care  for 
kitchen  utensils  and  have  received  some  instruction  in  sani* 
ration. 

The  lessons  have  been  given  in  the  school  kitchen  on  Tem- 
ple street.  This  room  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  as  it  is 
light,  sunny,  and  easily  ventilated.  T.he  new  floor  and  the 
freshly  tinted  walls  add  much  to  the  general  aspect  of  the 
room.  The  new  range  is  a great  improvement  over  the 
gasoline  stoves,  which  were  formerly  used.  The  pupils  can 
now  receive  information  on  the  construction  of  ranges,  and 
instruction  in  building  and  regulating  the  fire 

ft  is  endeavored  to  have  the  room  present  the  appearance 
of  a bright,  cheerful,  well  ordered  kitchen,  so  that  they  will 
desire  to  hav^e  and  to  keep  the  kitchen  at  home  in  the  same 
manner.  In  this  way  it  is  believed  that  a good  moral  influ- 
ence is  brought  to  bear  upon  those  who  attend  these  lessons. 

Great  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  cooking.  Many  ot  the 
pupils  put  in  practice  at  home  the  instruction  received  at  the 
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cooking  school.  Most  of  them  consider  it  a great  privilege  to 
be  in  the  eighth  grade  and  take  these  lessons.  One  thirteen- 
year-old  girl  expressed  this  idea  when  she  wrote  in  one  of  her 
compositions  that : “The  girls  in  the  eighth  grade  should  be 
thankful  for  the  privilege  of  being  allowed  to  attend  cooking 
school.” 

Some  of  the  children,  find  the  knowledge  and  skill  gained 
here  of  great  value  to  them  when  circumstances  make  them 
the  house-mothers  and  home-makers.  One  such,  who  soon 
after  completing  her  course  was  forced  to  act  as  housekeeper 
for  her  father  and  as  mother  to  her  little  brothers  and  sisters, 
said  : “These  lessons  at  the  Cooking  School  have  helped  me 
so  much. 

In  May  an  exhibition  was  given,  when  the  parents  and  the 
public  generally  were  invited  to  inspect  some  of  the  culinary 
accomplishments  of  the  pupils.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


MANUAL  TRAINING 

It  is  hoped  that  an  earnest  effort  will  be  made  at  once  to 
determine  whether  it  is  advisable  and  practicable  to  intro- 
duce manual  training.  Without  discussing  the  merits  of 
this  branch  of  school  work,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  girls 
already  have  instruction  and  practice  in  cooking  and  sewing, 
and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  reason  why  the  boys 
should  not  receive  corresponding  training  in  practical  indus- 
try. 

Three  things  would  be  necessary,  a location,  an  outfit  and 
a teacher.  The  experience  of  other  places  would  be  of  ma- 
terial assistance  here. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Nominally  we  already  have  evening  schools,  but  practically 
we  have  none  where  those  interested  in  any  but  the  most 
elementary  studies  can  receive  instruction  in  those  branches, 
which  the  ambitious  young  man  or  woman  would  gladly 
study  if  a favorable  opportunity  were  offered. 

What  is  chiefly  needed  is  a more  suitable  place.  There 
have  always  been  serious  objections  to  holding  these  schools 
in  rooms  used  as  day  schools.  Yet  there  is  not  much  doubt 


that  if  rooms  as  good  and  as  well  located  as  those  in  the  Kel- 
ley school  could  be  found,  many  young  men  and  young 
women  would  be  glad  to  study  bookkeeping,  stenography, 
typewriting,  industrial  drawing  and  other  branches. 

The  educational  system  of  any  city  should  not  stop  with 
the  children,  but  should  foster  and  encourage  educational 
work  for  all,  both  young  and  old.  Whatever  will  tend  to  bet- 
ter the  condition  of  its  citizens  or  afford  them  wholesome 
intellectual  entertainment  belongs  to  the  department  of  edu- 
cation. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  EDUCATIONAL  LAWS 


SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  years  shall  attend 
some  public  day  school  in  the  town  or  city  in  which  they  reside,  during 
the  entire  time  in  which  the  public  day  schools  are  in  session. 

Any  person  having  under  his  control  a child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years  of  age  who  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within 
any  period  of  six  months  while  under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  to 
attend  school,  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  such  child  not  being 
such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon 
complaint  by  a truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person  who  induces  or  at- 
tempts to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or 
employs  or  harbors  while  school  is  in  session  any  child  absent  unlawfully 
from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Every  habitual  truant,  that  is,  every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents  himself  from  school,  upon 
complaint  by  a truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed, 
if  a boy,  to  a county  truant  school  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  3T*ars, 
and  if  a girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is 
placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  section  twenr^'- eight  of  this  act. 

Every  habitual  absentee,  that  is,  every  child  between  seven  and  sixteen 
years  of  age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  any  town  or  city  of  the  Commonwealth,  having  no  lawful  occu- 
pation, habitually  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and 
ignorance,  upon  complaint  by  a truant  officer  or  any  other  person,  and 
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conviction  thereof,  miiy  be  committed,  if  a boy,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  to  a county  truant  school  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or 
to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys,  and,  if  a girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school 
for  girls,  unless  such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  section 
twenty-eight  of  this  act. 

Every  habitual  school  offender,  that  is,  every  child  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  who  persistently  violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  school 
which  he  attends,  or  otherwise  persistently-  misbehaves  therein,  so  as  to 
render  himself  a tit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  upon  complaint  by  a 
truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed,  if  a boy,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  to  a county  truant  school  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  or  to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys,  and,  if  a girl,  to  the  state 
industrial  scliool  for  girls,  unless  such  child  is  placed  on  probation  as  pro- 
vided in  section  twenty-eight  of  this  act. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 


Section  1.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in 
aii}^  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment.  No  such  child  shall 
be  employed  in  anv  work  performed  for  w^ages  or  other  compensation,  to 
whomsoever  payable,  during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools  of  the 
town  or  city  in  which  he  resides  are  in  session,  nor  be  employed  at  any 
work  before  the  hour  of  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  or  after  the  hour  of 
seven  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Sect.  2.  No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in  any 
factory,  workshop  or  merchautile  establishment  unless  the  person  or 
corporation  employing  him  procures  and  keeps  on  file  and  accessible  to 
the  truant  officers  of  the  town  or  city,  and  to  the  district  police  and  in- 
spectors of  factories,  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, and  keeps  two  complete  lists  of  all  such  children  employed  therein, 
one  on  file  and  one  conspicuously  posted  near  the  principal  entrance  of  the 
building  in  which  such  children  are  employed,  also  keeps  on  file  a com- 
plete list,  and  sends  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  where  there  is  no 
superintendent,  tc  the  school  committee,  the  names  of  all  minors  employed 
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therein  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language. 

Sect.  3.  An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  be  approved  only  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools  or  by  a person  authorized  by  him  in  writing,  or, 
where  there  is  no  superintendent  of  schools,  by  a person  authorized  by  the 
school  commitee : proisided,  that  no  member  of  a school  committee  or 
other  person  authorized  as  aforesaid  shall  have  authority  to  approve  such 
certificate  for  any  child  then  in  or  about  to  enter  his  own  employment,  or 
the  employment  of  a firm  or  corporation  of  which  he  is  a member,  officer 
or  employee.  The  person  approving  the  certificate  shall  have  authoritj'  to 
administer  the  oath  provided  for  therein,  but  no  fee  shall  be  charged 
therefor. 

Sect.  4.  An  age  and  schooling  certicate  shall  not  be  approved  unless 
satisfactory  evidence  is  furnished  by  the  last  school  census,  the  certificate 
of  birth  or  baptism  of  such  child,  the  register  of  birth  of  such  child  with  a 
town  or  city  clerk,  or  in  some  other  manner,  that  such  child  is  of  the  age 

f ^ 

stated  in  the  certificate. 

Sect.  6.  Whoever  employs  a child  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and 
whoever  having  under  his  control  a child  under  such  age  permits  such 
child  to  be  emplo3’ed,  in  violation  of  section  one  or  two  of  this  act,  shall 
for  such  offence  be  fined  not  more  than  lift}"  dollars  ; and  whoever  con- 
tinues to  emploj^  any  child  in  violation  of  either  of  said  sections  of  this  act 
after  being  notified  by  a truant  officer  or  au  inspector  of  factories  thereof, 
shall  for  every  day  thereafter  that  such  employment  continues  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  employ  any  minor  over  fourteen  3"ears  of  age, 
and  no  parent,  guardian  or  custodian  shall  permit  to  be  emplo3’ed  an3' 
such  minor  under  control,  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  legibl3'  sim- 
ple sentences  in  the  English  language,  while  a public  evening  school  is 
maintained  in  the  town  or  cit3’  in  which  such  minor  resides,  unless  such 
minor  is  a regular  attendant  at  such  evening  school  or  at  a day  school. 

Sect.  8.  Truant  officers  may  visit  the  factories,  workshops  and  mercan- 
tile establishments  in  their  several  towns  and  cities  and  ascertain  whether 
an3"  minors  are  employed  therein  contrar3'  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
they  shall  report  any  cases  of  such  illegal  employment  to  the  school  com- 
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mittee  aixl  to  the  chief  of  the  (iistrict  police,  or  to  the  inspector  of  factories 
and  truant  ofticers  may  require  that  the  age  and  schooling  certificates  and 
lists  provided  for  in  this  act,  of  minors  emi)loyed  in  such  factories,  work- 
shops or  mercantile  establishments,  shall  be  produced  for  their  inspection. 
Complaints  for  offences  under  this  act  shall  be  brought  by  inspectors  of  fac- 
tories. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

No  child  who  is  a member  of  a household  in  which  a person  is  sick  with 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a household  exposed 
to  contagion  from  a household  as  aforesaid,  shall  attend  arty  public  school 
during  such  sickness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished 
w'ith  a certificate  from  the  board  of  health  of  the  town  or  city,  or  from  the 
attending  physician  of  such  sick  person,  stating  in  a case  of  smallpok, 
diptheria  or  scarlet  fever,  that  a period  of  at  least  two  weeks,  and  in  a 
case  of  measles  a period  of  at  least  three  days,  has  elapsed  since  the  re- 
covery, removal  or  death  of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  convey- 
ing such  disease  by  such  child  has  passed.

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  school 
year  ending  June  27,  1900  : ; 

During  the  year  I'  have  endeavored  to  investigate  allicases 
of  truancy  and  tardiness  reported  by  the  teachers.  I|  have 
visited  the  manufactories  and  tried  to'enforce  the  law  regard* 
ing  the  employment  of  children.  I have  found  most  of  the 
overseers  in  the  establishments  willing  to  comply  with  the 
law.  There  has  not  been  much  real  truancy,  but  there  are 
many  cases  where  the  parents  have  violated  the  law  which 
makes  them  liable  to  a fine  whenever  a child  is  kept ' away 
from  school  ten  half  days  within  a period  of  six  months.

HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


EXPLANATIONS  AND  REGULATIONS 


The  General  Course  is  designed  particularly  for  those  who 
are  not  going  beyond  the  High  school. 

The  College  Course  prepares  for  any  American  College. 

The  Scientific  Course  prepares  for  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitue  of  Technology  and  other  institutions  of  a similar  char- 
acter 

A minimum  of  fifteen  prepared  exercises  per  week  is  re- 
quired. 

Singing  is  elective  for  the  whole  school  once  per  week. 

Rhetorical  exercises  before  the  whole  school  will  be  given 
once  a month. 

In  the  General  Course  a language  once  taken  must  be  con- 
tinued two  years. 

The  number  of  pupils  required  to  form  a division  of  an 
elective  study  shall  be  fifteen. 

The  studies  selected  for  the  year’s  work,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  principal,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  parents 
for  their  approval.  Having  been  so  approved,  they  shall  not 
be  changed  during  the  year. 
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Pupils  are  expected  to  give  at  least  two  hours  a day  outside 
of  school  to  the  preparation  of  their  school  work. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  co-operate  with  the 
teachers  in  securing  thorough  preparation  of  home  work.
